As in the past years, the Board of Selectmen have been called 
upon for more office space and more help to take care of Federal 
Projects which were handed back to the Town to supervise. 


The saving of interest to the Town on borrowed money should 
be welcome to the taxpayer, and the income from sale of sewer beds 
and Wilson School lot for Federal Post Office as well as added 
income from liquor fees should do much to lower the tax rate. 


The Department Heads met each month with the Selectmen as 
has been the custom in the past. 

The Traffic Committee has been very active and already fewer 
accidents are recorded due to the effort and splendid work of that 
Commission. | 

During the year the Selectmen were called upon to place a raft 
and life guard at South Natick for the safety of the bathers. Harold 
Schneider was appointed Game Warden by the request of the State. 
Arthur P. Leavitt was put in charge of the W.P.A. Office which 
will benefit the Town in the purchasing of tools and a splendid 
system to check up on same in the various projects. Chairman P. 
Harvey Donlon, of the Board of Assessors, appeared before the Board 
and asked to have Police take list of polls on January 1. The Board 
voted to appoint Robert D’Arcy Morgan to fill unexpired term of 
Miss Myra FitzGerald on the Board of Public Welfare. The Board 
adopted a resolution accepting from the Federal Emergency Relief 
Association a grant to finance an addition to the Leonard Morse 
Hospital. The Board received report from Mr. Lipp, Special Inves- 
tigator from the State, relative to Welfare investigation. 


After many conferences with the officials of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, we were able to show gratifying results in their 
agreement to replace fences on Washington and Walnut Streets and 
North Avenue. A small portion of land belonging to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad at the corner of. Washington Street and South 
Avenue was laid out to improve traffic conditions at that section. 


Attorney William Hall was employed by the Board to collect all 
monies due the Welfare Department of the Town, and to date nearly 
everything due has been collected to the amount of $21,000.00. 


The Board recommends the adoption of the policy of deducting 
2% on all bills paid by the Town monthly. 


The Department Heads have cooperated in every instance, and 
we wish to thank them for the fine spirit.

Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit for your approval the following 
report of the Police Department of the Town of Natick for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 


The department consists of one Chief, two Sergeants, twelve 
patrolmen and a reserve force of five men and one Sunday officer. 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1935, was 543, an increase of 18% 
over the corresponding period of the previous year. Of this number 
530 were males, 13 were females; 243 were residents and 300 were 
non-residents; 492 were adults and 51 were minors. In addition to 
these there were 98 arrests made or summons served for out-of-town 
police departments. There were 14 juveniles summonsed before the 
juvenile session of the District Court during the year.

During the past year there have been eleven fatal automobile 
accidents in Natick, being eight more than in the year 1934. Two 
of the deaths occurred as a result of intoxicated operators. ‘The 
majority of the others were caused by negligent operating. 


Through the commendable services and untiring efforts of Edwin 
C. Williams, a Natick Traffic Committee was formed of which he is 
the Chairman. This committee has so far accomplished a great deal 
in promoting traffic safety on Natick streets. Eighty-five warning 
signs, 15 stop signs, 6 reflectors and several signs of various types 
were purchased and erected at hazardous locations. Paint and other 
materials were furnished for a W.P.A. project under which center 
lines were painted on twenty-four street curves, all of which will no 
doubt result in decreasing the number of accidents. We hope that 
funds will be made available in the future so that these signs and 
markings can be maintained. 


To curb the large number of accidents occurring at Lincoln 
Square, I would recommend the installation of automatic traffic 
signals with pedestrian buttons. 

A hazardous motor vehicle traffic condition exists on Marion 
Street, due to the increased number of autoists using this road since 
the cut over in the reservation on Worcester Street, at Walnut 
Street, has been closed. There are places on this road now where 
two cars can barely pass each other on account of the narrowness 
of the travelled part of the way. The removal of some of the trees 
and the resetting of the Edison poles behind sidewalks would 
improve the situation considerably. 

In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
co-operated in the work of the department.

During the past year we have had two deaths in the Depart- 
ment, namely: John F. Byrne and Fred Ward, a memorium you 
will find attached to this report. 

Considering the value of buildings and contents involved by fire 
during 1935, which amounted to $869,675.00, with a loss paid of 
$14,038.86, I consider the damages held to a very low figure. 

The three stations with the completion of P.W.A. work which 
is now pending will be in fairly good condition taking into considera- 
tion the age of same. 

This past year a new Combination piece was installed in the 
Felchville Station in accordance with the vote of the Annual Town 
Meeting. Two men are stationed in the station in the night time 
giving all that outlaying section the added protection. 


The apparatus, with the exception of the Combination Model T 
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Ford in the South Natick Station which is seventeen years old and 
inadequate for fire purposes, is in good condition. I recommend a 
piece of the same type as that installed in the Felchville Station be 
purchased for the South Natick District in the near future.

I hereby submit my Annual Report as Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms for the year 1935. 

During the year all boxes have been repainted, tested, and the 
entire system covered for grounds. All auxiliary boxes have been 
tested and are in the proper working order. 

A new fire alarm box, No. 245, has been installed at the corner 
of Jameson and Farwell Streets in accordance with the vote of the 
Annual Town Meeting under article 61, and also a new line built 
to that location. 


New batteries, rectifiers, etc., have been installed at the Central 
Station and a new register at the Felchville Station. The installa- 
tion of the rectifiers should reduce the cost of operation by fifty 
percent and give longer life to the batteries which should last for 
the next ten years. . 

The line has been rebuilt from Oak Street to Alden Street in 
the Nonesuch Park district to box No. 41. 


Recommendations 


There is a total of fifty-one miles of wire in the fire alarm 
system. Of this amount twenty-one miles is of copper insulated 
wire and the balance consists of iron wire which has been in service 
for the past fifteen years. 


IT recommend that a portion of this iron wire be replaced from 
year to year thereby eliminating the large expense of replacing it 
all at once.

A near epidemic of Scarlet Fever was experienced this year 
making it necessary to ask permission to exceed our appropriation.

Respectfully submit the following report of my work for the 
year 1935. 


Contagious Disease , 


A total of 1,598 visits were made by me to homes where con- 
tagious disease was reported during the year. 

The increase in scarlet fever cases this year, and an epidemic 
of German measles during the spring and summer necessitated many 
follow-up visits on quarantine, release and general supervision. 

Two cases of diphtheria were reported during the year. One 
of these cases was an adult and the other a boy who had not received 
the protective treatment. 

During the fall four cases of Infantile Paralysis were reported 
in Natick. Three of these cases were hospitalized and one received 
home care. The cases are now under supervision of their private 
physicians or one of the Infantile Clinics of Boston. 

Four Diphtheria Immunizing Clinics were held this year in con- 
junction with the School Department. These were under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Health physicians, Dr. James E. Vance and Dr. 
Leonard B. Rowe. A total of 275 children received protection against 
diphtheria. 102 of this number were from the pre-school group.

254 new babies registered at the Clinic during the year, and 124 
babies under one year were carried over from 1935. 


The total number of clinic visits for the year was 1,872. 


400 home visits were made by me in the interest of small children 
and infants. 


Layettes furnished by the E.R.A. Sewing Project and Cod liver 
oil furnished by the Natick Relief Committee were distributed 
through the clinic as in previous years.

On August 1, 1935, the new regulation, adopted by the Board of 
Health, requiring all Milk and Cream sold in Natick to be either 
certified or pasteurized, became effective. 


Owing to this regulation five additional pasteurization plants 
were installed by dealers in this town making a total of nine plants 
operating in Natick. 

Milk samples are taken each month from all licensed dealers 
supplying milk and cream to Natick, for laboratory examination. In 
cases where the laboratory tests were unsatisfactory, investigations 
were made and suggestion given to bring the milk up to standard. 


Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are located in Fay- 
ville, Dover, Framingham, Sherborn, Hopkinton, Holliston, West- 
boro, Hudson, Marlboro, Millis, Bragville, Metcalf, Northboro, Med- 
way, South Sudbury, and Charles River. Market milk is received 
from Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, and Western Massachusetts. 

Local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the State 
Milk Control Board. Outside dairies were inspected by their local 
Inspector or Inspectors from the State Milk Control Board.

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Report of Chemist and Bacteriologist

Gentlemen: 


Three hundred and seven samples of milk, representing -forty- 
two dairies, were examined in the laboratory during the year 1935. 

The examination included the determination of fat and total 
solids; the reductase test for keeping quality; the sediment test for 
the presence of dirt; and the microscopic examination of centrifuged 
sediments by the Stewart- Slack method. Of the three hundred and 
seven samples examined, five were below the legal standard for fat. 
Previous to the institution of compulsory pasteurization there were 
a few samples unsatisfactory in the reductase test, and six in the 
sediment test. 

Direct microscopic counts of bacteria were made on forty-three 
samples of milk, (previous to August, 1935). Standard plate counts 
of bacteria were made on forty-two samples of pasteurized milk, 
(since August, 1935). Of all the eighty-five samples examined by 
both methods the few excessive counts that occurred were in unpas- 
teurized milk, i.e. previous to August, 1935. 

It is interesting to note the consistent satisfactoriness of the milk 
samples since the institution of compulsory pasteurization of all milk.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


January, 1936. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the 
year 1935. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine, and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the month of December. A cer- 
tificate of health was given to the owners or persons in charge, when 
animals were found healthy. 

Eighty-two premises were visited during the past year.- 2,004 
animals were examined. 454 cows, 41 heifers, 14 bulls, 1,466 swine, 
16 sheep, and 13 goats. With few exceptions the animals were in 
good condition and the stables were clean. A number of cows were 
shipped in from out of State during the past year. These cows were 
examined and released from quarantine. Additional inspections were 
made on stables where cattle are under State and Federal Super- 
vision for the eradication of Tuberculosis on order of the Division 
of Livestock Disease Control. . 

During the year a number of dogs were examined on complaint, 
66 having bitten one or more persons. These dogs were placed under 
quarantine for the regulation period of fourteen days, after which 
they were re-examined and released from quarantine on order of 
the Division of Livestock Disease Control Board. 


There were 600 dogs inoculated against rabies at the free clinics 
conducted by the Department of Public Health of this town during 
April of 1935. There were no cases of rabies in Natick during the 
past year. Two heads were sent to the State Laboratory for diag- 
nosis. Both proved to be negative. These clinics have been a factor 
in reducing the number of Rabies cases in Natick.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


We have a large number of dead trees that have had the tops 
removed for some time back that are an eyesore and should have 
come down, but we had so much dead wood and trimming of low 
limbs that were a hindrance, and on account of a low appropriation 
we could not seem to get to them. We have a tree trimming project 
of three crews of ten men each in operation but they will not allow 
us to do any of this kind of work. With this help on our trimming, 
and if we get any kind of an appropriation, we expect to get these 
out this next season. We have been losing many trees each year 
for several years back and none being planted to take their place. 
It is hoped that some provision can be made this coming season to 
do some planting. The Elm Leaf Beetle was very much worse the 
past year in spite of spraying. We feel that we did a good job but 
the results were not very satisfactory. We are going to use a differ- 
ent make of poison next season. The Dutch Elm disease has not 
reached Massachusetts yet but is not far from us. We must try to 
keep our elm trees clean of dead wood and sprayed. The utility 
companies are doing considerable trimming around the wires again 
this year, and though we have to sacrifice some limbs we do not like 
to, they in turn remove a vast amount of dead wood for us.

We did the creosoting for the State on the State highways 
in the town, for which work they paid the town, and the conditions 
here were worse than formally. We expected a project of Federal 
money again this year to put a unit of men into the woodlands to 
help us out but up to the present time nothing has come from it.

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REPORT OF THE PARK DEPARTMENT 


January 22, 1936. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending December 
Ser o3o: 

Under the E.R.A., the Park Department re-seeded the Natick 
Common, Henry Wilson School lot, part of the Coolidge Playground, 
the new field at Hunnewell Playground at South Natick, which was 
left in a bad condition after the construction of the new Dam. 


At the new playground, now under construction at the Town 
Farm, we had an average of 100 men and 12 trucks working for at 
least six months. This project is 70% completed at present. 


Under a tree-trimming project, all the trees at Shaw Park, Old 
Town Park, Lincoln Park, Washburn, and the Natick Common had 
all dead wood removed, and, on the Common, all cavities were filled 
in the trees. Also, several trees which were in bad condition were 
removed. 


At Memorial Park about 3,500 trees have had all dead wood 
removed and several were taken down. 


Under the E.R.A. and P.W.A., the bleachers at the Coolidge 
Playground were repaired and painted. These bleachers are now in 
first class condition. 


At Henry Wilson Park, West Natick, a W.P.A. project is now 
in progress. The Park Department is having all stumps and brush 
removed and burying several tons of stone that was dumped on the 
land at the time that West Central Street was being built; also tar 
that had spread over several hundred square feet of the land. This 
tar came from the barrels which the State Highway Department had 
stored on the land and boys had broken these barrels open. On 
account of the sandy condition of the soil we have decided to set out 
pine trees and now have a pine grove in the rear of the building. 


The Park Department also trimmed all trees at the South Natick 
Dam and also re-seeded that part of the grounds on the south side 
of the river, the South Natick Dam Committee furnishing the grass 
seed. This property is still under the supervision of the South 
Natick Dam Committee. 


At the Dug Pond Bathing Beach, where the attendance was 
larger than ever on account of the long, dry season we had last 
summer, the Life Guards, under the supervision of Richard Burke, 
performed their duties with great credit and there was not a serious 
accident all season. We estimate that an average of 3,500 persons 
a week enjoyed the use of the Bath House and Beach. 
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At this time we wish to thank all life guards who have worked 
for this Department in the past for their performance of duties as 
their records show there has only been one drowning accident since 
the beach was established, while the guards were on duty. 

Although the Finance Board did not allow us enough money to 
place a life guard at South Natick, we were requested by the Board 
of Selectmen to put one on the beach. We abided by their request 
and two days later we had Joseph P. King working as guard; and 
we wish to commend him for the careful execution of his duties. 
We also recommend a guard there next season, because of the large 
increase in attendance since the new dam was completed. 


The parks, playgrounds, and beaches were taken care of to the 
best of our ability. We were compelled to ask the Board of Select- 
men for $1,000 overdraft to take care of extra help which we had 
to hire in order to take care of the extra work which was added to 
this Department during the past year. Also there was the purchase 
of the bleachers from the Natick High A. A. at a cost of $227.00. 
And also the hiring of a life guard at South Natick.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the year 1935. 
Outstanding claims of the town against other cities and towns, num- 
bering 173, aggregating $39,950.00, were brought to the attention of 
the Board of Selectmen by the Board of Public Welfare early in 
April. I was requested to look into them and reported that most of 
them were outlawed by the statute of limitations and that law suits 
would be useless and cause the town a substantial loss. 


It was deemed advisable to attempt to negotiate settlements 
without court action. At the same time I advised the Board of 
Selectmen that this task did not fall within the duties of the Town 
Counsel, as defined by the By-Laws, but that the situation justified 
the employment of special counsel. As they felt that the town’s legal 
business should be entrusted to the Town Counsel they refused to 
authorize the Board of Public Welfare to engage special counsel 
and requested the Town Counsel to undertake the work, stipulating 
that compensation would be in addition to his annual salary. 


Negotiations on claims started in April. Municipalities were 
visited on numerous occasions and adjustments arrived at on very 
favorable terms in most cases. Some of the claims dated back to 
1926. Unless suit is entered in such cases within two years the 
statute of limitation is a complete defense. After several months of 
work the town treasury was enriched to the extent of $14,609.89. 


A further benefit has enured since by municipalities paying 
current bills promptly. The department now renders bills more 
frequently. 


At the close of the year $48,101.75 has been received by the 
treasurer from other municipalities. The outstanding bills were cut 
from $39,950.00 to $10,271.23 December 31, 1935. 


A suit entered for $750.00 in 1930 against the Town of Leicester 
was compromised for $500.00 (January 1936). The Welfare Depart- 
ment considered this a fair settlement. Another municipality owes the 
town $311.25 which will be paid following its town meeting 1936. 


The claims of $6600 against one city were largely liquidated in 
February (1936) by receipt of a check for $5866.20. With the excep- 
tion of some small disputed claims the amount due December 31, 
1935, namely $10,271.23, has been cleaned off the books. The depart- 
ment now is in excellent condition so far as old bills are concerned. 


The system of proof of settlements and collections in the Wel- 
fare Department is now modern. A continuance under the super- 
vision of the agent should save the town thousands of dollars in the 
future. In visiting other cities and towns it was found that the un- 
paid inter-municipality accounts of the Welfare Departments gen- 
erally are in a deplorable condition. In my opinion this will come to 
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the attention of the public forcibly within the next few years. Many 
cities and towns will sustain great losses to their treasuries because 
of neglect in calling for an accounting more timely. 


There are four minor claims against the town for personal 
injuries for alleged street and sidewalk defects. 

The number of tax appeals decreased considerably this year 
and most of them have been adjusted by the Board of Assessors. 
They number eight. 

The Town Counsel acted for the Selectmen in taking land for 
an affluent pipe line in the Town of Framingham for the new 
sewerage system. All land takings have been adjusted except one. 


A search was made of the title to the former Wilson School 
site which the town voted to sell to the United States of America 
for a postoffice last Fall. This site was originally known as School 
District No. 2; and with two streets was purchased by the town in 
1851 from Ruel Morse for $500.00. The town is to receive $6000.00 
from the government. 

There are now pending against the town two suits for damages 
to real estate and personal property and a suit for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received at the Town Infirmary in 1934. Two 
minor claims for personal injuries were compromised by the Select- 
men for $43.00 and $50.00. In the latter case suit had been brought 
in the Middlesex Superior Court in 1932. 


During the year I have given written and oral opinions number- 
ing four hundred and sixty three. 


I have had the cooperation of every department during the year 
and it has been a pleasure to work with them. All departments have 
manifested’: a keen appreciation of the town’s financial condition. 


I wish to thank them for their helpfulness.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 

Federal funds have made it possible during the past year to con- 
tinue the work in the Henry S. Hunnewell Memorial Town Forest. 

A large number of men have been given much needed employ- 
ment. The work consisted in general of cutting brush, trimming, 
thinning and transplanting trees. Road repairing and other general 
forest improvements were also accomplished. 

The Town has received in revenue eighty-one cords of wood, 
placed at the disposal of the Welfare Department, and rental amount- 
ing to one hundred dollars from the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company. 

Although it was not possible to complete the finished grading, 
the playground was well utilized for baseball and other sports dur- 
ing the past year, by the residents of East Natick. 

Your committee is of the opinion that it is fitting and proper 
that a suitable tablet be placed at one of the entrances to the 
Forest, commemorating the gift to the Town. It is hoped that this 
can be achieved with little if any expense to the Town. 

Federal approval was also obtained for a project in connection 
with the original ten-acre tract adjoining the Town Farm. The work 
consists of grubbing out brush among the small trees previously 
planted. Operations are well under way and undoubtedly will result 
in a vast improvement in the growth of the trees.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Planning Board have during 1935 particularly followed that 
assignment which calls for them to act in an advisory capacity with 
the other Departments looking toward the longer range plans for 
the community. 


The Town Meeting placed the members of this Board on the 
High School Survey Committee. Twelve meetings of the general 
committee were held in addition to numerous sub-committees during 
which the members of the Planning Board gave more than average 
attendance. The complete report of the High School Survey Com- 
mittee has been separately made. It is referred to here only to quote 
from our annual report for 1934. 


“The need of a new High School once more brings up the 
question of location. The present general tendency is to locate 
schools where the students will not find it necessary to congre- 
gate on the sidewalks and busy streets in the center of the town 
during recess and after hours. The desirability of this is obvious 
as well as the arguments in favor of a location where expansion 
will not depend upon seizure and razing of adjoining property. 
It is probable that the long-range cost of the congested location 
is greater and this item weighs heavily at present. ... we hope 
that this future condition will not be the least factor in the final 
decision. Any such decision should be guided by the anticipated 
growth in Natick.” 


The Chairman was appointed by the Selectmen as a member of 
the Safety and Traffic Committee during the past year. The Plan- 
ning Board have a real interest in this subject as is evident from our 
sponsorship of the E.R.A. Traffic Survey. The final report of this 
survey is now in process of completion and publication. We believe 
that the preliminary work in erecting new signs and road markings 
together with the necessary regulations will be rewarded by a lower 
accident rate than could be hoped for otherwise. It will be neces- 
sary to continue this work with sufficient funds for maintenance if 
the gain is not to be lost. 


Early in the year the Planning Board undertook a conference 
with the Framingham Board of Public Works relative to the pro- 
posed changes in the Framingham Sewage Disposal Plant. These 
were continued with the support of our Selectmen and others inter- 
ested until the full case was presented by the Planning Board before 
the State Board of Health in Boston, June 11. The State Board 
report issued June 14 approved the plan that future permanent con- 
struction of Imhoff Tanks and associated equipment shall be installed 
in the northwest section of the property near the new and modern 
Natick Sewage Plant and remote from both Worcester and Speen 
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Streets. This decision is eminently helpful to Natick through ulti- 
mate promise of relief to property abuttors over a wide area. 


We appeared before the Middlesex County Commissioners in 
January together with our Public Works Department asking for a 
County layout of Oak Street Extension southwesterly from its pres- 
ent terminus at Bacon Street to the Marion Street Bridge. It is 
sincerely hoped that this extension may be accomplished early with 
a return of prosperity. 


The Board have approved the layout of West Street to the 
Board of Selectmen as finally made by the Public Works Depart- 
ment in February. 


The Planning Board have sent to the Fire Department a recent 
bulletin from the National Fire Protection Association entitled 
“Standard Markings of Fire Hydrants”. This has also been called 
to the attention of the Public Works Department which controls the 
hydrants. 


Several meetings have been attended with the town department 
heads at the invitation of the Selectmen. We again commend this 
plan. 


During the year our Board have appeared at six hearings by the 
Board of Appeals on various petitions for variances from the Build- 
ing Code and Zoning Regulations. We have in several of these 
offered objections due to what seemed the broad purposes and inten- 
tions of the original code rules to protect adjacent property. Our 
Board are in sympathy with plans which call for constructive changes 
or extensions but cannot agree with exceptions which would nullify 
the law. 


We are submitting to the annual town meeting for 1936 revisions 
of the By-laws regarding the Building Code so as to provide for a 
local determination or “home rule” of Billboard control. This ques- 
tion was the subject of debate at the last legislature and the changes 
carry the recommendations of the Massachusetts Federation of 
Planning Boards to the towns. 


Our Board have supported proposed legislation before the Gen- 
eral Court in 1935 House Bill No. 415 providing for an Improved 
Method of Municipal Planning. This did not obtain enactment dur- 
ing the year but is again being proposed. The bill proposed would 
make certain changes in our local administration of planning activi- 
ties which we believe an improvement and will be called to your 
attention later in case of further action. 


During the year the State of ‘Massachusetts along with many 
others has established a State Planning Board. The new Board 
includes the work previously done by the Metropolitan Planning 
Commission for Boston and vicinity. It will also be particularly 
interested in Regional Planning in other parts of the State and will 
cooperate with other states along rivers, etc. It is expected that 
ultimately the State Planning Board will coordinate with our local 
Planning Boards. It will be the pleasure of our Board to cooperate 
and furnish any information required. 


One of the State projects this year includes a study of water 
supplies including 280 sources in 124 different communities, one of 
which is Natick. 
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Our Board has sponsored several E.R.A. (Emergency Relief 
Administration) Projects which have been later changed to W.P.A. 
(Works Progress Administration) Projects. These include the fol- 
lowing: 

Traffic Survey—(referred to above) 
The field work is completed and results are now being 
compiled for a printed report to follow. 


Town Property Survey 
This search for deeds and survey of Bae of land 
owned by the Town of Natick has completed about half 
of all the lots. An unexpected lack of documents to- 
gether with inaccuracies of description has postponed 
completion. We hope for approval of an extension to 
complete the job next spring. 


Drainage Survey 
A field survey and mapping of existing drains and man- 
holes or catchbasins is to be made for the records of the 
Public Works Department. The first section is due to 
start in January, 1936. 

Lighting Survey 
A field survey of the location of street lights at present 
installed and future recommendations is to be made. 
This will differentiate between lamps now lighted and 
others discontinued since 1933. This survey should start 
early in 1936. 


The Planning Board believe that we should take advantage of 
these opportunities so long as they are available since only by such 
means can the town obtain a partial return on its share of the Emer- 
gency Relief measures. 


We similarly commend other opportunities under the W.P.A. 
or P. W.A. activities as follows: 


The replacement of cement-lined pipe by the Public Works 
Department. 

The. extension of cement sidewalks by individual owners by a 
W.P.A. project affording a five foot width of walk at about 
$ .42 per running foot cost to the abuttor. 

The new stairs to the bridge at Sunnyside, also 

Landscaping of the Turnpike by a State project providing it can 
be done in season. 

_ The new addition to the Leonard Morse Hospital. 

oo ape Office proposed for the site of the old Wilson 

chool. 


Other governmental projects in Natick during 1935 include the 
continued expansion at the Commonwealth Motor Park by the con- 
struction of new buildings and magazines, and a six thousand foot 
sidewalk along the southerly side of East Central Street to the 
Wellesley line. This latter gift from a special state bond-issue pro- 
vides a departure from traditional procedure as previously no side- 
walksgalong state roads have been built by the state. 


We believe that the town secures the greatest return in road- 
building from the so-called Chapter 90 construction in which the 
state, county and town share the cost. A regular program in this 
direction should be adhered to even at the expense of some other 


61 


road construction annually in order to insure continuance of our 
present good record. 


Another matter of Town policy which arose during the year 
might be commented upon here. The fact of sidewalks in the center 
of town being privately owned and controlled although publicly used 
would seem to be permitted only through public neglect of its 
responsibility. We hope steps will soon be taken to transfer this 
property rightfully to the Town so that our busiest sidewalks may 
be properly maintained and policed through the regulations designed 
for all public ways. 


We have by a letter to your Board dated July 20, 1935, suggested 
that public hearings on matters of importance be held—“‘when the 
normal population is at home and after ample notification has been 
given.” It is hoped that accordingly summer hearings and decisions 
on matters that legally are so referred to the public may be deferred 
until they may be properly weighed and decisions rendered normally. 


_ In closing permit the Planning Board to acknowledge the many 
instances of cooperation given us by your Board and other depart- 
ments during the year.

Both signs and lines were applied late in the year, the signs in 
August and the lines in October. A steady decrease in numbers of 
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accidents took place during the fall months. The increase during 
December may be attributed in part to early darkness combined with 
inclement weather. 


Sidewalks 


A sidewalk building program prepared under the direction of 
the committee and based on pedestrian safety has been submitted 
to you in a separate report. 


The Committee feels that the cornerstone of driving safety hav- 
ing been laid in 1935, with the aid of a special appropriation, that 
mutual acceptance of the value of such activities should place 1936 
and future appropriations in the warrant under Article I, Town 
Uses. Such funds to be marked for traffic signs, lines and devices 
to be expended through the Police Department. 


White lines, to remain effective, should be painted at least twice 
a year and provisions for the maintenance of existing signs and pur- 
chase of additional signs should be anticipated and prepared for. 


The warning beacons located at Pleasant and Eliot Streets, and 
at East Central and Union Streets are obsolete, non-standard, and 
form illegal obstructions. These should be altered by adding up to 
date equipment and applications for permits filed with the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Works. 


The Traffic Rules and Regulations adopted by the town in 1930 
are incomplete and in a measure inadequate. These should be 
rewritten and submitted to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works for approval. Assistance in performing this task is available, 
at no expense to the town other than publication, by communicating 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Works at 100 Nashua 
Street, Boston. 


The improved automobile accident file adopted by the Police 
Department in 1935 makes accident data easily available for analysis 
and study. The committee will be able to make specific recommen- 
dations, based on 1935 records, by early Spring. 


Solutions for several perplexing problems of parking and 
enforcement will occupy some of the Committee’s time during the 
ensuing year. 


A vacancy on the Committee has been created through the 
resignation of Mr. Louis E. Whipple. It is recommended that a 
member of the Finance Committee be appointed to the Traffic Com- 
mittee by your Board to fill this vacancy.

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REPORT OF THE STATE AUDITOR

| I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 

accounts of the town of Natick for the period from October 4, 1931 
to September 29, 1934, made in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws. This is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir : 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Natick for the period from October 4, 1931, 
the date of the previous audit, to September 29, 1934, and submit the 
following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined and reconciled with 
the books and records of the accountant’s office. 


Accounting Department.—The books and accounts of the town 
accountant were examined and checked in detail. The recorded 
receipts were verified by a comparison with the treasurer’s books 
and with the records in the several departments making the original 
charges. The disbursements as recorded were checked with the 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with 
the payments as shown by the treasurer’s books. The recorded 
appropriations and transfers voted by the town were verified by a 
comparison with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and the 
classification book was examined and checked with the ledger 
accounts. 


The ledger accounts were checked and analyzed, the necessary 
correcting and adjusting entries were made, a trial balance was taken 
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off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town as of September 
29, 1934. 


As may be seen from the appended balance sheet, there was a 
revenue deficit of $28,585.78 as of September 29, 1934, which was 
reduced to $24,711.05 at the close of the year. The latter amount 
should be provided for by the town as part of the revenue to be 
raised for 1935. 


An examination of the town insurance policies on file disclosed 
the fact that the town carries property damage insurance on motor 
vehicles other than those of the water department. Since there is no 
liability on the town for property damage occasioned by town-owned 
motor vehicles other than those of a commercial nature, and since 
this is not a purpose for which a town may appropriate money, the 
payment of premiums for this purpose should not be made. 


Treasurer's Department.—The books and accounts of the town 
treasurer were examined and checked in detail. The recorded 
receipts were analyzed and compared with the collector’s records of 
payments to the treasurer, with the records in the several depart- 
ments in which money was collected for the town, and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. The 
recorded disbursements were compared with the warrants authoriz- 
ing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the accountant’s 
books. 


The cash book additions were verified, the cash balance on 
September 29, 1934, was proved by a reconciliation of the bank 
accounts with statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by 
an examination of the savings bank books. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were checked 
with the amounts falling due and with cancelled securities and 
coupons on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
several trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined 
and listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The tax titles taken by the town were checked with the actual 
deeds on file, and subsequent taxes and assessments added to the tax 
title account were checked with the tax commitments. 


Schedules showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash and 
summaries of the tax title account and of the trust funds have been 
prepared and are appended to this report. 


Collector’s Department.—The books and accounts of the tax 
collector were examined and checked. The taxes and moth assess- 
ments outstanding at the time of the previous examination were 
audited, and all subsequent commitments were proved with the 
assessors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer were checked 
to the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the abatements were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed. 


It was necessary to check all transactions in detail in order to 
prove the accounts of the tax collector, this procedure consuming a 
considerable amount of time and materially increasing the cost of 
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the audit. Numerous errors and omissions were found, such as 
entries made on the cash books which were not posted to the com- 
mitment books, items posted to the commitment books but not 
entered on the cash books, incorrect entries of amounts collected, 
and erroneous payments to the treasurer. 


The outstanding accounts, as listed, were verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, and from the replies received it appears 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of street betterment assessments and sidewalk bills 
committed to the collector were examined. The recorded payments 
to the treasurer were checked, the abatements were verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The collector’s cash balance on September 29, 1934, was verified 
by an actual count of the cash in the office and by a reconciliation 
of the bank account with a statement furnished by the bank of 
deposit. The cash in the office and in the bank exceeded the amount 
called for by the cash books by $2,443.32, the collector stating that 
this amount represents personal cash included with town cash. It is 
recommended that, in the future, personal cash be kept separate 
from town cash. 


Determined action should be taken at once to secure settlement 
of the outstanding levies of taxes and assessments. 


In compliance with Section 62, Chapter 60, General Laws, as 
amended, all receipts on account of tax title redemptions should be 
handled through the town treasurer’s office and not by the collector 
of taxes. This will also eliminate the possibility of the collector 
reporting tax title redemptions as tax collections. 


Overpayments made by taxpayers should be promptly refunded 
on authority of properly approved treasury warrants. 


Schedules showing a reconciliation of the collector’s cash and 
summaries of the tax and assessment accounts are appended to this 
report. 


Assessors.—The ‘assessors’ records of abatements granted were 
examined and checked. Considerable time was required to reconcile 
the assessors’ records with those of the collector and the accountant. 
It is recommended that a complete and correct record be kept in 
order to avoid over-abatements, under-abatements, duplicate abate- 
ments, and other errors which have been noted. 


Abatements granted should be reported promptly to the collec- 
tor and to the accountant in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tions 60 and 23-B, Chapter 59, General Laws, as amended. 


Uncollectible old age assistance taxes subject to abatement 
should be certified to the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxa- 
tion for his authority to abate them and such abatements should be 
raised by the assessors in the next annual tax levy. A refund of 
uncollectible old age assistance taxes could have been secured from 
the State if application to the Commissioner of Corporations and 
Taxation had been made on or before December 31, 1933. 


In connection with the street betterment assessments which are 
overdue and which have not been added to tax bills, the attention 
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of the assessors is called to the provisions of Section 13, Chapter 80, 
General Laws, as amended. 


It is recommended that appropriations be voted annually by the 
town for interest and town debt instead of leaving this item to be 
provided for by the assessors in determining the tax levy. 


Town Clerk’s Department.—The financial accounts of the town 
clerk were examined and checked. The recorded receipts from dog 
and sporting licenses were checked with the records of licenses 
issued. The payments to the county and town treasurers and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified and the cash on hand 
September 29, 1934, was proved by an actual count. 


Selectmen.—The records of licenses issued were examined and 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the out- 
standing licenses were listed. 


The records of gasoline permits and of permits issued by the 
building inspector were examined, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified and the outstanding permits were listed. 


Sealer of Weights and Measures.—The records of receipts from 
sealing and adjusting weights and measures were examined. The 
field books were checked to the sealer’s record book, the record book 
was footed, the recorded collections were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, and the cash on hand was verified. 


Health Department.—The receipts from licenses issued were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer and the cash on hand 
was verified. 


Departmental Accounts Receivable—The records of depart- 
mental accounts receivable were examined. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the abatements and disallowances were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. A 
determined effort should be made to collect the overdue outstanding 
departmental accounts, but if it is found that they are uncollectible, 
they should be abated by the departments in which the charges 
originated. 


Public Works Department.—The records of water and sewer 
charges were examined and checked. The recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abatements were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the 
accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The cash balance on September 29, 1934, was verified by an 
actual count of the cash in the office, and by a reconciliation of the 
bank account with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


Library Department.—The records of receipts of the Morse 
Institute Library and of the Young People’s Library from fines, 
rentals, etc., were examined and checked, the payments to the library 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand was proved by an 
actual count. 
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Sinking Funds and Trust Funds.—The securities and savings 
bank books representing the investments of the sinking funds and 
of the several trust funds in the custody of the treasurers of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners, the Leonard Morse Hospital, and the 
Morse Institute, as well as of the funds in the custody of the Board 
of Public Welfare, were examined, the income and the withdrawals 
being verified. 


Surety Bonds.—The surety bonds of the several town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


Conclusion.—In addition to the departments mentioned, the 
available records of all other departments receiving money for the 
town were checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


For the co-operation rendered by the various town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

To see what action the Town will take relative to a 
World War Memorial, or memorial in honor of citizens of Natick 
who served in the armed forces of the United States during the 
World War, designate, reserve, take, or acquire by eminent domain 
or otherwise, land for said memorial, appropriate or borrow money 
to pay for said land and said memorial together with landscaping, 
planting, grading, and costs of erecting said memorial, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


_ Article 53. To see what action the Town will take relative to 
using and appropriating for memorial purposes the fund now estab- 
lished and known as the Surplus War Bonus Fund. 


Article 54. To see if the Town will vote to amend Division 
17.3.4 of the Building Code by adding to the description of Business 
District No. 12 the following words; 


“and a tract opposite thereto on the northerly side of 
Worcester Street, bounded by a line: beginning at a point on 
the northerly line of Worcester Street 670 feet on said line 
east of the center line of Speen Street and running northerly 
along the western side of a right of way 272 feet to a stone 
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bound, thence easterly by a line parallel to Worcester Street 
260 feet, thence southerly by a line parallel to the western 
line to the northern line of Worcester Street and thence 
westerly by said northern line to the point of beginning;” 


or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 55. To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the 
following amendment to the Building Code relating to control of 
billboards: 

Division 17.1.5 of the Building Code is hereby amended 
by striking out the last two paragraphs thereof and inserting 
in place of them the following: 

or, in a residential district, any lawful signs on, but not 

projecting from, the front of any building occupied by a 
non-conforming business; provided that said signs advertise 
only that business and are not rented or sold to an outside 
party; or, at any boundary line of the town, a lawful sign 
not exceeding five square feet in area indicating the meet- 
ings of any local civic organization in the town. 


In a residential district no sign or signboard (except as 
specified in the preceding paragraph at a boundary line of 
the town) shall be located nearer to a party line than it is 
lawful to maintain a building, or shall be permitted or 
allowed to project more than six inches in front of any 
established front line for buildings. 


In any district not residential or rural in character, any 
lawful sign or signboard may be displayed, either supported 
on the wall of a building or on the ground, provided that it 
does not extend more than fifteen feet above the ground on 
which it stands. 

No person, firm, association or corporation shall be per- 
mitted or allowed to erect, display or maintain in the town 
any billboard or other outdoor advertising device— 

(a) except such as advertise or indicate only the person 
occupying or the business transacted on the premises where 
it is located, until the party to advertise thereby has filed 
with the Inspector of Buildings the written consent of the 
owner or tenant of the premise for maintenance of such 
advertising device thereon; 

(b) which is so located as to obstruct a view between 
any points on connecting streets within thirty feet of a street 
corner; 

(c) which is posted or painted on any rock, tree, fence 
or pole; 

(d) which contains any obscene, indecent or immoral 
matter; or 

(e) which is not kept in neat and safe condition. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall give written notice of 
any violation of any of the foregoing provisions of this Divi- 
sion to the party violating the same and to the owner or 
tenant of the property’ concerned, and shall cause to be 
prosecuted any party who continues such violation for fifteen 
days after such notice. He shall also notify the state regu- 
latory authority for outdoor advertising of any and all viola- 
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tions of lawful state regulations thereof that come to his 
notice. 

No advertising device for which a permit from any state 
authority is required shall be erected, displayed or main- 
tained in the town until five days after a permit therefor, or 
a true copy thereof, has been filed with the Inspector of 
Buildings. 

Whenever notice of an application for such a permit is 
received by the Town Clerk or other Town Officer, he shall 
immediately transmit it to the Inspector of Buildings, who 
shall thereupon make an examination of the case, and as 
promptly as possible, within thirty days of the receipt of the 
application in the town, shall send written notice to the state 
authority to whom the application is addressed stating 
whether or not the proposed advertising device would violate 
any provision of this by-law, and, if so, what provision. He 
shall send like notice also to the applicant and to the owner 
or tenant of the proposed location of the device. 


At least ten days before an outdoor advertising device, 
exceeding five square feet in area, not requiring a permit 
from any state authority and not exempted by the provisions 
of this Section, shall be erected or displayed in the town, a 
description thereof and of its proposed location together 
with the written consent of the owner or tenant of the loca- 
tion to its display thereon, shall be filed with the Inspector 
of Buildings, who shall give written notice to the party filing 
the same, and to the owner or tenant of the proposed loca- 
tion, whether or not the proposed device would violate any 
provision of this by-law, and, if so, what provision. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall preserve for record all 
descriptions, notices of applications and permits filed with 
him, and copies of all notices issued and letters sent by him 
relating to outdoor advertising. 


The foregoing provisions of this Division shall not apply 
to signs or other devices in or over public ways, controlled 
under Section 1, 2, or 8 of Chapter 85, General Laws, or to 
signs or other devices on or in the rolling stock, stations, 
subways, or structures of or used by common carriers, 
except advertising devices on bridges or viaducts or abut- 
ments thereof; and shall not apply to signs displayed by the 
town or by the county, state, or United States Government 
relating to government business, or to any advertising device 
legally permitted and maintained on the date of the taking 
effect of said provisions, until one year after the first day 
of July next following said date. 


In this Division the word “sign” is used to indicate any 
kind of outdoor advertising device within public view of any 
highway, public park or reservation, including billboards, 
painted bulletins, poster panels, placards and other outdoor 
advertising units designed to call public attention to the 
matter displayed thereon. The words “lawful sign” are used 
to mean a sign not prohibited by any law or lawful regula- 
tion. The word “residential” is used to describe any district 
where the greater part of the street frontage is occupied by 
residence buildings or unbuilt land or both, said land being 
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either undeveloped, agricultural, or used or reserved for 
recreational or other purposes appropriate to a residence 
district: 


Article 56. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws in Section 17 of the Building Code by the addition of the 
following paragraph to Section 17.3.4. 

“B 20, Business District No. 20, Felchville, is bounded by 

a line beginning at a point on the easterly side of North 

Main Street 80 feet north of the northern line of Bacon 

Street, running thence easterly at right angles to North Main 

Street 150 feet, thence southerly parallel with North Main 

Street 250 feet, thence westerly at right angles with North 

Main Street 300 feet, thence northerly parallel with North

or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 57. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum sufficient 
to pay the County of Middlesex as required by law on account of 
assessments levied on the Town for its share of the principal of the 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hospital Funding Loan, Acts of 
1932 bonds maturing in 1936, issued in compliance with Chapter 10, 
Acts of 1932, also for any other indebtedness incurred and outstand- 
ing under said Chapter 10, also for the Town’s share of the cost and 
interest on said bonds due in 1936, also for the care, maintenance, 
and repair of said hospital for 1935, and including interest on tempor- 
ary notes issued therefor in accordance with sections of Chapter 111 
of the General Laws applicable thereto, and for all other expenses in 
connection therewith, determine how the money shall be raised, or 
in any way act thereon. 


Article 58. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will 
appropriate to settle claim for damages pending against the Town in 
which claimants are willing to accept the sums recommended by the 
Selectmen, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 59. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money 
fixed by the Selectmen under Chapter 466 of the Acts of 1935, as an 
annuity to Emma C. Byrne, widow of the late John F. Byrne, a per- 
manent fireman of the Natick Fire Department, and six minor chil- 
dren, or otherwise act thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting attested 
copies thereof in each of the post offices in said Natick and at the 
following public places in said Town, to wit: Entrance to Select- 
men’s room and Street Entrance to Concert Hall in Natick; Engine 
House, South Natick; Hose 4 House, Felchville; Standard ‘Oil Sta- 
tion, Sunnyside; Harney’s store, North Natick; Hose House, Everett 
Street : James Moran’s store, East Natick; ’Hanna’s store, West 
Natick; Ulrich’s store, South Natick; and Central Fire Station, 
Natick; seven days at least, before . said March 2, 1936; also by 
causing an attested copy of said Warrant to be published once in the 
newspaper called “The Natick Bulletin,” said publication to be seven 
days at least before the day appointed for said meeting.

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doings thereon to the Town Clerk at or before the time appointed 
for holding said meeting.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


January 14, 1936 


The work of this Department for 1935 has been on approximate- 
ly the same basis as the previous years of the depression and in some 
divisions the number of cases have been in excess of other years. 
In addition to our usual responsibilities in connection with General 
Relief, Mothers Aid, the Infirmary, Old Age Assistance and Trust 
Funds we have handled the local end of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, we have sponsored six E.R.A. and W.P.A. projects and 
have supervised the distribution of federal commodities. We have 
also cooperated with the W.P.A. in the building of a road from 
Memorial Park to South Main Street. During the year a special 
effort has been made to obtain payment from other cities and towns 
for aid given their cases. This has resulted in a total reimbursement 
for the year of $48,131.71. These funds do not come to this Depart- 
ment to again be expended, but are received by the Town Treasurer 
and credited to the excess and deficiency account. A detailed report 
of our expenditures may be found in the report of the Town 
Accountant. 


This Department is operated on a full time basis. The policies 
of the Board are carried out by the Agent, whose duty it is to receive 
all applications for relief, establish the settlement of the case and 
give aid if needed. In any case where aid is refused the applicant may 
personally appeal to the Board. Old Age Assistance cases may also 
appeal to the State Board. The work of our Agent has been entire- 
ly satisfactory and the Department records are in the best of con- 
dition. 

As voted at the annual Town Meeting a visitor for the Depart- 
ment was appointed as of April 1, 1935. During the year over 500 
cases were handled and each case has been visited at least once 
every three months. The visits are made on a social basis as well 
as welfare relief, and in some instances it is necessary to make many 
visits to correct living or sanitary conditions. ‘The visitor has also 
handled the distribution of Federal clothing. 


At the Town Infirmary considerable assistance was received 
from Federal relief projects and the buildings and equipment are in 
good condition. At the beginning of the year there were 25 inmates 
and on December 31 there were 23. Living conditions at the Infirm- 
ary are good and the inmates have been well taken care of, especial- 
ly in cases of sickness.

I wish to submit for your consideration my report for the past 
year. 


I answered 1,545 calls for treatment, of which number 905 were 
office calls, and 640 were house visits. Of the total number 118 were 
referred to the Leonard Morse Hospital, and were divided as fol- 
lows: 112 for medical or surgical care, and six for confinement. 
Two cases were referred to the Massachusetts General Hospital for 
special treatment. 


The conditions found at the Infirmary were at all times hygenic, 
and the matron, Mrs. John McGarry was willing to cooperate to the 
utmost, in caring for the sick and convalescent. 


The practice of purchasing the medicines and supplies through 
your department at reduced prices was continued as in the past. 


I wish to thank the Board, the Agent and the Visitor for their 
kind assistance during the past year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The Morse Institute, in company with many other libraries, had 
a decrease instead of an increase in circulation the past year. 


In 1934 there was a slight tendency that way, but in 1935 the 
circulation in the Main Library was 2,521 volumes less, and in the 
Young People’s Library 2,522. The total circulation for both depart- 
ments was 122,879, indicating that 8% books per capita were given 
out. 

Almost all librarians consider increased employment the cause, 
and from various sources the knitting craze has been accused; but, 
judging from the calls we have for books on rules and regulations, 
contract bridge is a close second, not only with the women but with 
the men also. 

One thing that affects us much is being closed four evenings a 
week from 6 to 9 P.M. Many people have stated that they could 
not come in the daytime, but could in the evening. In the summer 
especially they do not like to come out in the heat of the day. 

The following is the circulation for the past five years:

The circulation for 1933 seems to be the highest everywhere. 


Circulation in the Young People’s Library was hampered by the 
fear of an infantile paralysis epidemic, and many children were for- 
bidden to come to the library because they might contract the dis- 
ease, therefore the story hour was deferred several weeks. The 
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Board of Health very kindly notifies us of all cases of contagious 
diseases, and where there are books out in the families, they take 
care of them while we see that no more go out until the patients 
are out of quarantine. 


We have had more reference work than ever before, and more 
requests for books from those who are taking up some special study. 
Civil service, law and technical books seem to be the leaders. Our 
set of the Massachusetts reports is complete, 285 volumes, with three 
volumes of indices and a call for more indices. Also was added 
“Massachusetts trial evidence’ and “Selected cases on the law of 
contracts” by Williston is on the way. 


As far as possible all books desired have been purchased, and 
many have been drawn from the Boston Public Library. Two, by 
request of the applicant, were loaned by the Cambridge Public 
Library. All of these were on the inter-library loan, which privilege 
is a boon to smaller libraries. 


The Division of Public Libraries has let us have three sets of 
books in the Italian language, and three in the Greek, which are 
even more popular with us than the Italian. 


The National Society of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion sent us ten copies each of their manual of citizenship, in Eng- 
lish, Greek and Italian. These are brought up to date, and are very 
helpful to newcomers desiring to make out their papers for natural- 
ization. 


In the spring we sent about seventy-five volumes to the Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine. These books had been contributed by various 
citizens among whom are Mrs. Alice Bates, Miss Florence Bearce, 
Mrs. Mary Brooks, Mrs. Clarence C. Eldridge, Walcott Forbush 
and Lewis J. McDonald. The A. M. M. are always grateful for 
these donations, for it takes many volumes to supply the different 
ships, and the books are read until they actually drop out of the 
covers. 


From the Norfolk State prison we received their paper, “The 
Colony”, which stated that they were in great need of books, and 
would be glad of any the libraries had to dispose of, even if they 
were soiled if the pages were intact. In August we notified them 
that we had a collection if they cared to come for them. We had 
345 volumes which Mr. Swanson had packed in cartons, and the 
head teacher, Mr. F. P. Keefe, came for them. From the acknowl- 
edgments we received from the superintendent and Mr. Keefe, the 
books seemed to be satisfactory. The Division of Public Libraries 
gave them assistance in mending, binding, classifying and cataloging 
what they had on hand. Now they are desirous of any more we have 
to offer and a later vintage would be welcome. Many libraries have 
contributed,—Newton, Framingham and others. 


The Girl Scouts have been very kind in carrying books, and 
returning those out, for people who because of sickness have been 
unable to come to the library. 


Two hundred and thirty-nine sophomores of the Senior High 
School received instruction in the use of the library from Miss 
Dorothy Currier, Miss Elizabeth Partridge, and the librarian had 
one class. Miss Shannon, head of the English department, sent a 
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note expressing her appreciation of the benefits derived from the 
instruction. 


The reference room has been largely patronized by adults as well 
as pupils, and many books have been added to keep it up to date. 
All the annuals are purchased regularly, and the Encyclopaedia of 
Social Sciences, the only one of its kind, and which was given by 
Miss Blanche G. Harwood, has been completed this year, volume 15 
arriving recently. The Dictionary of American Biography has only 
seventeen volumes as yet. Grove’s Dictionary of Music and 
Musicians, a revised edition in six volumes including the American 
supplement, has replaced our very old set. 


The reading room is always a centre of interest but since the cut 
in the periodical fund it’is impossible to have all the magazines that 
are wanted, and the technical ones have to be kept at the desk to 
be obtained on application because there are too many who wish to 
tear out anything that appeals to them, so we do not give them the 
chance. All back numbers may be taken out on the borrower’s card 
for seven days, and this is a privilege of which many take advantage. 


An inventory of the books in the annex and the reference room 
was taken by Miss Currier and Miss Taylor in the summer, and the 
result, considering the use made of the books in the annex, was 
satisfactory. 


The reading of the shelves is done every year which enables us 
to know fairly well what we have and if any are missing. We are 
usually able to trace them, and before the year is over many are 
back on the shelves. 


At the literary meeting of the Natick Woman’s Club we sent 
over twenty of our latest books and the Young People’s Library 
sent fifteen. We could have supplied more but they did not have 
room for them. 


The Young People’s Library has worked against obstacles all 
the year with sickness holding back the circulation, and during the 
vacation period there being no part time assistants. Miss Barbara 
Underwood gave six weeks of her time to gain some practical exper- 
ience of library work, and she was most successful in the under- 
taking. 


Book week received the usual enthusiastic attention of the chil- 
dren. Notices were sent to all the schools, as well as to the local 
papers, announcing the exhibition, and during the week, in addition 
to the children three adults responded. 


The book deposits were sent to the schools as usual, and a slight 
increase in our school collection makes it possible to send a better 
selection to the lower grades. 


At Christmas time a creche was made in place of former tinsel 
decorations, Mr. Swanson making the stable, and Miss Loomer and 
Miss Pineo doing the interior with materials and images they had 
collected. Of course it was on a small scale but it meant a great 
deal to the children, who when they had their Christmas story hour 
sang a few carols. Then the lights were turned out except the one 
over the manger, and the effect was quite impressive. 


A bas relief of the Nativity was very kindly loaned by the Sis- 
ters of St. Patrick’s convent to aid in the making of the creche. 
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In 1934 we were allowed two E.R.A. workers in this department, 
Mrs. Lena A. Coleman and Miss Mary Griffin, which helped much 
in clearing up the work which Miss Loomer and Miss Pineo had not 
been able to do in the rush of the previous year. 


In the Main Library we had Miss Louise Gavin and Miss Louise 
Cummings. Later Miss Griffin came down stairs, and she and Miss 
Florence Branagan indexed the bound volumes of the “Natick Bul- 
letin” from 1913. 


Miss Griffin was transferred to another position and Miss Bran- 
agan remained with us until the fall. She was of great assistance, 
for with the mending and desk work that the attendants have to do, 
the shelving of the books returned and keeping them in order in the 
annex is quite a task. Her transferal was quite a loss to us. All of 
the workers were accurate and faithful. 


During the summer Miss Dorothy Currier, in a loose leaf book, 
typed the subject headings and the articles listed, interpolating in 
those we already had, and the index is now complete to 1935, though 
these Bulletins are not yet bound. 


One thing that should be taken into consideration, whenever 
finances will allow, is a branch library at East Natick. A section 
that has as many families as that has, and a school increasing in size 
each year, is entitled to greater library privileges. 


The library has had many gifts of books. Miss Nellie M. Potter, 
leaving town, gave us one hundred and two volumes. They were not 
all catalogued because some were duplicate copies. Mrs. Marguerite 
G. Greenwood gave two books on the Townsend plan. Miss Myrtle 
Markham gave numerous volumes on educational subjects and 
several operettas, cantatas and magazines on education. Also Miss 
Edith A. True gave eight valuable volumes, and Mrs. Katharine 
Berteaux, who moved to California in the fall, gave us two books. 


Mrs. W. W. Rogers gave us “Cher Ami”, the story of the pigeon 
who flew through shot and shell delivering important messages for 
the American soldiers. Even though wounded he successfully car- 
ried a message to headquarters, and was the means of saving the 
“Lost battalion”. 


The Christian Science Church of Wellesley and of Framingham 
each gave us a copy of “Science and Health”. 


One notable gift to the library was the life, in manuscript form, 
of Rev. Daniel Wight, the first librarian here, written by his daugh- 
ter, Miss Lucy Ellen Wight. She also gave another copy of the 
picture of the Pilgrim’s Progress, designed by him. This one has a 
very handsome frame, so we hung it in the reading room, and moved 
the other one, with the key, to the Young People’s Library, where 
the children can follow the journey and understand its meaning. 


In the reading room the “Advance” and the “Missionary Herald” 
are given by the Christian Endeavor Society of the Congregational 
Church. The Catholic Woman’s Club continues the subscription to 
“America”, a much read paper. Mrs. Margaret McCrudden donates 
the “Lamp”. “Books”, a noted book review periodical, has been 
given the past year by the Old Corner Book Store. 


“Algonquin Trail”, a Boy Scout paper, “Elks”, “Middlesex 
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County Bulletin’, “New England Poultryman”, “Rotarian”, “Rosi- 
crusian digest” and the “National Humane review” are given by their 
organizations, “Clubwoman” by the Natick Woman’s club, “Life and 
Health” by the publishers, as are also the “Natick Herald” and the 
“Natick Bulletin”, and the publishers have been most kind in print- 
ing all notices and book lists sent. The “Natick Bulletin” for 1935, 
belonging to Miss Lucy Ellen Wight, came to us as usual for binding. 


Books have been sent to the Leonard Morse Hospital as usual. 
Mr. Frank O. Brown still continues to carry them back and forth, 
even furnishing transportation when he is on his vacation. His ser- 
vices are a great boon to both places. 


We have had many flowers given us by Mrs. Mary Brooks, Mr. 
Charles C. Emery, Mrs. Fannie C. Gray, Mrs. Grace L. Hoyt, Mrs. 
Nettie C. Hurd, Mrs. Mary Johnson, Mrs. Myrtie Pulsfier, Mrs. 
Hilda C. Sweet and members of the staff and janitor. Also an 
anonymous bouquet of beautiful snapdragons came with nothing to 
indicate the donor. 


One gift to the library was appreciated, for it was six thousand 
bookmarks presented by the Natick Cooperative Bank, giving the 
hours that we are open and the use of the bookmarks prevents leaves 
of books being turned down and cracked off. 


The police have given much help in collecting overdue books; 
and the repainting of the “No parking here” sign, together with 
painting the curbing red, has given us more use of the west walk 
except in cases where the drivers are color-blind. 


We have had more than the usual change in the personel of the 
library this year, for in April Mr. Harris M. Brigham, who had been 
janitor here since 1912, died. He had been in poor health for a long 
time and his death was not unexpected. The library was very for- 
tunate in obtaining the services of Mr. Nils Swanson, who had 
assisted Mr. Brigham for some time so he understood all about the 
work. He is very efficient, can make many mechanical, as well as 
other repairs about the place, and is most accommodating at all times. 


In September we lost to our great regret, by marriage, Miss 
Mary Bacon, one of our assistants who had been with us for some 
time: but we were again successful in having Miss Elizabeth H. 
Partridge, who had been with us, off and on for two years, to take 
her place. This is not a case of nepotism as she is no relation to the 
librarian, although with her educational background the librarian 
would be glad to claim such relationship. Miss Partridge graduated 
from the Natick Senior High School with honors, also from Boston 
University, and from the School of Library Science at Simmons Col- 
lege. We were more than glad to have one so well equipped for the 
position. 

Miss Claire Himebaugh has proved herself very efficient in the 
departments of which she is in charge. Acknowledgment of the 


work of the assistant cataloguer, Mrs. Ada C. Adams, not only in 
cataloguing but in many other departments should not be omitted. 


The assistants attend all the library club meetings that they 
can, for they derive many new ideas from their meetings with other 
library people. 


Too much cannot be said for their cooperation in the work both 
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with the librarian and the public, and I wish to thank them, the 
trustees, and the janitor for all they have done to further the suc- 
cess of the library.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 1935 


To the Citizens of the aver of Natick: 


In the report of the Superintendent of Schools to the School 
Committee you will find much that is of interest to you as taxpayers 
and citizens. The story of the work of the schools for the past year, 
the ideals toward which those responsible for the education of the 
young people of the town are aiming, the prospects of attaining these 
objectives, and the obstacles to be overcome in their attainment are 
all embodied in the report. By the help of Government funds much 
has been accomplished in the way of physical upkeep of the school 
properties which would otherwise have been impossible. The town 
will get the benefit of this for a long time. 


We regret the necessity for the institution of the double session 
plan for the Senior High School. Additional High School facilities 
are even more urgent than they were last year. The additional room 
must be provided in some way in the not very distant future. In the 
meantime the school authorities are loyally trying to give the best 
education possible with the available facilities, but the best that can 
be done with the present handicap is not going to produce results 
satisfactory to the committee. We urge early reconsideration of the 
action taken at the last special Town Meeting and that proper 
Senior High School facilities be provided in order that full advantage 
may be taken of the money we are spending for our High School 
teaching staff. 


We again recommend careful reading and study of the Super- 
intendent’s report which may be taken as a detailed report of the 
committee. 


The committee takes this opportunity to express its appreciation 
of the cooperation given by the personnel of the teaching staff of all 
the schools, who, with the other School Department employees under 
the capable leadership of the Superintendent, are giving value 
received to the Town of Natick.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1935 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


Our Outstanding Problem 


In my previous reports attention was called to the rapid increase 
in enrolment experienced in the Senior High School during the pre- 
ceding five years. Some of the problems resulting from an enrol- 
ment greater than that for which the building was planned were 
mentioned. Up to that time, however, not only had the educational. 
standard of the school been maintained, but the ground work for a 
New Civic curriculum had also been laid. The main objective of this 
new curriculum is to make education more realistic, to provide sub- 
ject matter which will be of real assistance to the pupil in adjusting 
himself to the world in which he lives, and to present this material 
in such a way that the pupil will realize its significance to him in 
everyday life. The problem of adapting educational procedures and 
subject matter to the needs of young men and women whose formal 
education will be completed in the Senior High school is a problem 
common to all secondary schools today. Yet very little has been 
done by most such schools to solve this problem. This is demon- 
strated by the fact that Natick has received inquiries concerning its 
program not only from several Massachusetts towns and cities but 
also from schools outside the state. Requests for information and 
favorable comments have been received from Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Virginia, lowa and Georgia. Last year, the Connecticut 
Commissioner of Education sent his State Supervisor of Secondary 
Education to make a full day’s inspection of our New Civic program. 
The report of this visitor to his chief was very favorable toward the 
program being worked out here. This improvement in our educa- 
tional program has been made possible by the cooperative spirit of 
the faculty and the support of the School Committee. 


As previously anticipated the enrolment reached a point in 
September, 1935, so large that all pupils could not be accommodated 
in this building at one time. It, therefore, became necessary to 
shorten the school hours for all pupils and to build a program for 
two separate school organizations, one to function in the forenoon, 
the other to function in the afternoon. For administrative reasons 
the pupils electing the Business and New Civic curriculum of the 
Sophomore class were selected for the afternoon school. This 
divided the school approximately as follows: 478 in the morning and 
170 in the afternoon. Although a great deal of thought was given 
to working out a program which would reduce to a minimum the 
handicaps resulting from this adjustment, several serious handicaps 
to a sound educational program still remain: 
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The class period has been reduced from 55 minutes to 41 
minutes. 

The school day has been reduced approximately one half 
hour for morning pupils and slightly more than an hour for 
afternoon pupils. There is little or no time for pupils to study 
under the supervision of their teachers. As a result a great 
many pupils fail to make adequate preparation for their classes. 
The percentage of failure in the afternoon classes is much higher 
than it should be. To add to this evil the opportunity for teach- 
ers to give individual assistance outside of classes is greatly 
reduced. 

Worthwhile activities such as orchestra, band and glee club 
are not available to pupils who have jobs or other obligations 
outside of school hours. The problem of carrying out our pro- 
gram of physical activities is also aggravated by the two sessions. 


It is quite obvious to anyone in close touch with the situation 
that the educational program of the school must suffer until the 
people of Natick are willing to provide proper facilities for instruc- 
tion. 


In view of the fact that the voters have twice turned down the 
solution of our housing problem presented by the General Survey 
Committee, there is little likelihood that these proper facilities will 
be forthcoming for several years. The immediate problem before us 
becomes, therefore, that of making whatever changes in the present 
building and in the present organization that will tend to reduce the 
educational handicaps of the double session plan. 


Much needed alterations and repairs in the present building 
were included in the plans for the new addition. The aim was to 
relieve the congestion in our commercial and science departments 
which have greatly outgrown the accommodations originally pro- 
vided in the present building, and to improve the ventilation and 
sanitary conditions. Now that we must plan to operate on a two 
session basis indefinitely it becomes extremely important that these 
conditions be remedied immediately. A request is made in this year’s 
budget for funds to carry out these needed alterations and repairs. 


If we have the anticipated increase in pupils next September it 
will be necessary to schedule the whole sophomore class in the after- 
noon. In order to avoid short periods with the resulting handicaps 
to various classes, the school day should be divided into ten periods 
of approximately fifty minutes each. This would make it possible 
to meet the college requirements on time allotment for the various 
college preparatory subjects, and would be a great help to pupils in 
the Business and New Civic courses. In order to do this, however, 
it will be necessary to abandon Physical Education as a required 
subject above the ninth grade. Pupils desiring Physical Education 
and Art would have to plan to attend these classes outside of their 
short school day. That is, afternoon pupils might take these sub- 
jects in the morning and vice versa. ‘This program will lead to 
difficulties in adjusting teachers’ schedules to both subject matter 
and time of day, but the problem must be faced. 


Problem of Guidance and Adaptation 
Guidance, exploration, adaptation to individual differences and 
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integration of subject matter are the four great concepts which dis- 
tinguish the Junior High school from previous plans. 


Through gradual curricular changes we are now better able to 
guide pupils into lines of endeavor for which they may be best suited. 
The preparation for and guidance into the college preparatory and 
business courses of the Senior High school by the Junior High school 
organization is apparently being done in a satisfactory manner. 
There is a large group who do not plan to continue their formal 
education beyond the high school, and who are not interested in the 
business courses. These select the New Civic curriculum. 


The growing need at the present time seems to be the care of 
those boys who are not interested in formal study and yet who 
remain in school because of scarcity of jobs. Many of these boys 
know definitely what they want to do. They wish to enter a trade 
such as machinist, automobile repair, electrical, cabinet making, etc. 
Because of the lack of money in the school budget to pay for their 
tuition, it has been my policy to encourage attendance in neighbor- 
ing trade schools of only those boys who show exceptional manual 
ability. Approximately $5,000 is the cost of trade school tuition this 
year. Because of a lower tuition rate at Waltham Trade school 
pupils have been encouraged to apply at that school. More boys are 
applying for trade school instruction each year. It is probable that 
the sum of $6,000 will be required to cover the tuition of this group 
in 1936. We must bear in mind that the town has no control over 
this cost as the state requires that trade school instruction must be 
offered at the expense of the town if the boy requests it and can 
profit by the instruction. 


With this increasing number of boys requesting trade school 
instruction, the town is faced with the necessity of increasing this 
budget item each year. Many boys desiring trade courses are faced 
with the problem of the expense of transportation to towns main- 
taining schools of this type. Those who cannot solve this problem 
remain in school attempting to fit into a program that does not 
adjust itself to their needs. These boys drop out of school upon 
reaching the age limit and wander from one blind-alley job to 
another. It is apparent that boys can find a future in this form of 
education. The principal of the Waltham Trade school states that 
every boy who has completed the requirements in the machinists’ 
trade in his school for the past five years has been placed and is now 
working. At Newton Trade school there were eleven vacancies in 
trade work that could not be filled this year. 


Now that the voters have twice refused the addition to the pres- 
ent building there is the possibility that the majority may look with 
favor on a new building in a better location. Assuming that some 
such plan may ultimately be approved the problem of the use of the 
present building would immediately present itself. A solution would 
be the organization of trade school facilities in a part of the present 
building. This seems to be the one school purpose for which our 
present structure is better adapted than for academic purposes since 
the noise and clamor of the streets would less affect trade school 
work. Such instruction would attract a substantial number of our 
boys as well as pupils from neighboring towns, to whom a trade 
school in this vicinity would be a convenience. Should trade schools 
now being attended by approximately 25 Natick boys become over- 
crowded, local facilities would be much more in demand. 
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Considering the increasing cost of trade school tuition to the 
town, and in consideration for the welfare of many of its future 
citizens, it seems advisable to give consideration to this plan. 


Our Elementary Grades 


There has been a noticeable decrease in the enrolment in the 
elementary grades during the past five years. The Parochial school 
having an enrolment of over 300 accounts for this situation. In 
September we opened forty-four rooms with 1,385 pupils, classes 
ranged from 26 to 40 pupils and averaged 32 pupils per teacher which 
is a very fair average. Let us not forget that many of our rooms 
contain two grades and smaller numbers are essential under such 
conditions. Besides our regular class room teachers, we have two 
full time student-teachers from Framingham, one from Leslie Kin- 
dergarten, seven part-time student-teachers from Wellesley Graduate 
College of Physical Education and four part-time student-teachers 
from Wellesley College senior class. Our present two special classes 
are now at the limit of enrolment with eighteen pupils each and we 
have a waiting list. 


The Pre-Schools 


Pre-Schools under the sponsorship of the federal government have 
been conducted in Natick the past three years. These schools have 
demonstrated their value in the sections of the town where they have 
been organized. They have become an integral part of our elemen- 
tary system. ‘Teachers in our early grades can testify that these pre- 
school units have been of great value to the town. Children who 
have attended these pre-school units for a year enter the first grade 
with a greater foundation than those children who have not. Accord- 
ing to the Parent-Teacher Magazine a study has been made of the 
value of pre-schools to an educational system. The study shows that 
during one or two years’ experience in a nursery school a child’s 
intelligence may be permanently improved. After attending pre- 
school he enters elementary school equipped with a higher I. Q. 
than he would have had without the pre-school experience, and he 
maintains this superiority throughout his school years. To some 
children this early education may mean the difference between 
ability to profit by a college education or not. 


The pre-schools have dealt mainly with the personality and social 
development of the child rather than with the learning process. 
There has been, however, a mental stimulation which is given along 
with the social development. The child, therefore, has gained to the 
extent that he is much better equipped to do first grade work, a gain 
which has given him a more substantial foundation than that of the 
child who enters Grade One without pre-school experience. It would 
seem, therefore, highly desirable for the town to give serious con- 
sideration to the development of a kindergarten plan to follow our 
pre-school set up when the sponsorship and aid given by the federal 
government ceases. There certainly is going to be a demand by 
many parents for some sort of permanent pre-school organization. 


Parents’ Meetings 


During the fall we have had Parents’ Meetings in six of our 
elementary schools. Three of them have regular Parent-Teacher 
Associations which meet every month. Two other schools are 
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arranging for membership in the regular Parent-Teacher Association 
affiliated with the state organization which helps to direct the pro- 
gram and furnish speakers. These organizations serve as an excel- 
lent forum through which the aims of the school and the needs can 
be brought to the people. They should generally be supported 
throughout the town. 


Our Junior and Senior High schools each have an annual exhibi- 
tion and demonstration night. These annual affairs have been very 
well attended. Parents have been given the opportunity to observe 
a demonstration of the pupil’s work, to compare the work of mem- 
bers of the class, to discuss problems with the teachers and to wit- 
ness a program in the assembly hall. 


Health and Our Clinics 


All pupils of the public schools were given their annual physical 
examination since school opened in September. The mid-morning 
lunch of milk and crackers is served in all grade schools. One hun- 
dred bottles of free milk are given daily to needy children. Our 
dental clinic has cared for three hundred seven children during the 
year operating three mornings a week during school terms. The 
diphtheria clinic was held in November under the supervision of the 
Board of Health using the toxoid serum in place of the anti-toxin 
as recommended by the State Health Department. Two hundred 
ninety-two children are being immunized this year. The mental 
adjustment clinic gives us most profitable assistance in the adjust- 
ment of our problem children. During the year it has cared for one 
hundred thirty-five children from pre-school class to seventeen years 
of age. Children with ear and eye troubles, reading disabilities, 
epilepsy, emotional and mental mal-adjustments at school and at 
home, and other types of handicaps are examined by Dr. Wellington 
during her semi-monthly visits to our schools. The diagnoses are 
interpreted with remedial suggestions to both teachers and parents. 
The Chadwick Clinic on the control of tuberculosis examined and 
X-rayed sixty-five children last spring. Of this number fifty-three 
were found to be improved. In the tonsil and adenoid clinic, financed 
by the Catholic Women’s Club, twenty-five children were operated 
on at the hospital this year. Every Thursday afternoon during the 
school year the posture clinic under the supervision of the Hygiene 
Department of Wellesley College gives special corrective exercises 
to thirty-two children. During the year there have been thirty-four 
cases of scarlet fever, four cases of infantile paralysis, one case of 
diphtheria and the average number of cases of chicken pox, measles, 
mumps, and whooping cough. 


Physical Activities and Recreation 


Our program of physical education has naturally been curtailed 
in the Senior High school. Since the double session program opened 
in September it has been necessary to fit the classes around the 
short academic class periods. With the increase in the high school 
enrolment in another year it will no doubt be necessary to practically 
place the physical education work in the Senior High school on an 
elective basis. Altogether twelve teachers, both those within our 
department and others have assisted in some way in our physical 
activities program. These academic teachers who have helped after 
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school hours have made it possible for us to broaden our general 
program at a very low cost. 


We are carrying on more extensive work in posture and general 
corrective work this year. There are six classes for boys with poor 
posture totalling approximately 60 boys, a list which was made up 
as a result of the doctor’s examination. There are three classes in 
corrective work for girls comprising about twenty-four students. A 
general afternoon athletic program attracting the majority of the 
boys and girls of our Junior High school has been conducted the 
past year. These games are organized to fit the particular season. 
The recreational program under the W.P.A. is making use of sev- 
eral of our school buildings. We have endeavored to work in con- 
junction with the directors of this project in order that the BEEALES 
possible good may come to a large number of adults. 


The Art Department 


Every year art is increasingly correlated with all other subjects, 
from the first grade through the high school. To this end a new 
outline was made for the school year and each grade teacher was 
given her year’s work with the opening of schools in September. 
Six daily classes three days per week with an average of twenty- 
eight pupils make up our Senior High school division of the depart- 
ment. Instruction in commercial, mechanical and free hand drawing 
have been continued but we have been’unable to maintain our sketch 
class which has been so popular with many pupils and which pro- 
vided the only chance which the pupils have of drawing from life. 
The department has cooperated generally with other departments of 
the school and has done an extensive amount of poster work for 
various clubs and organizations in the town. Pupils electing art 
work in the Senior High school have entered the work well equipped 
because of substantial training and preparedness obtained at the 
Junior High school. 


Progress in Music 


The report of the instrumental instructor states that there is a 
decided increase in the number of pupils studying instrumental music 
in the elementary grades. The instructor visits each elementary 
school once per week, allowing one full day to Junior High giving 
the opportunity to all who desire to have instrumental training. This 
marked increase and interest among our elementary children should 
mean substantial increased membership in our orchestra and bands 
in the Senior and Junior High schools. Music in the Senior High 
school is now limited to an extra curricula activity and is fitted in 
only as it can be arranged around our double session schedule. 


Federal Works Projects 


An extensive amount of time has been spent in the organizing 
and supervising of federal projects in the school department. We 
have attempted to employ as many men as possible in order to relieve 
unemployment in the skilled trades. Our several old buildings are 
constantly in need of repair and consequently the extensive repair 
work has been very worthwhile. The first federal money to come 
to Natick three years ago under the C. W.A. made possible altera- 
tions in the Senior High school which enabled us to continue up to 
this year on a single session basis. Under the E. R. A. and now the 
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W.P.A. various types of projects have been organized and approved 
calling for general repairs. The cost to the town has been for the 
materials only. The following projects have either been completed 
or are in the process of completion: 


Waterproofing, raking pointing exterior walls, Junior and Senior 
High schools. 

Painting cast stone trim, two coats, Junior and Senior High 
schools. 

Caulk windows—Senior High, Junior High, East Natick schools. 

Windows repaired and painted, glass reset—Senior High, Junior 
High, East Natick schools. 

Painting exterior, two coats—Mary Gilson, Bacon, Felchville, West 
Natick, Oak Grove, Oak Grove Portable, Lincoln schools. 

Paint, whiten and varnish interiors—all schools. : 

Repairs to roof, tar and gravel, shingles, gutters, drains, etc.— 
Senior High, Junior High, Fast Natick, Bacon, Nathan Rice, 
Oak Grove, Eliot schools. 

Chimneys rebuilt or repaired, metal hoods repaired—Nathan Rice, 
Oak Grove, West Natick, Eliot, Bacon, Mary Gilson, East 
Natick schools. 

Basements and boiler rooms whitened—all schools. 

Book shelves, bulletin boards erected—all schools. 

Boilers relined, exterior walls rebuilt and general boiler repairs— 
Lincoln, Eliot, Senior High schools. 

New ceilings installed or ceilings. patched—all schools. 

New floors—West Natick one; North Natick one; Felchville three; 
Mary Gilson two; Bacon two; Nathan Rice two; Senior High 
three.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER 
ARTICLE 44 TO INVESTIGATE SCHOOL 
BUILDING REQUIREMENTS AT 
NORTH NATICK 


February 17, 1936. 


Pursuant to the vote at the adjourned session of the annual 
town meeting in March, 1935, under Article 44 of the warrant, the 
subscribed members of this committee were appointed by the Moder- 
ator for the purpose of investigating the entire matter of erecting 
and equipping a new four-room North Natick School, said commit- 
tee to report at the next town meeting. This committee has held 
meetings with our local school authorities as well as with parents 
and taxpayers resident in North Natick, and has investigated general 
conditions which were considered to affect this problem of school 
housing. 


At the opening meeting held in North Natick the attention of 
our committee was directed to the fact that many parents have, for 
a long time, been dissatisfied with the transportation of the very 
young pupils by motor bus from the more populous territory of 
North Natick to the school center at Felchville, coupled with the 
hazards of bodily injury to the advanced-grade children of pre- 
Junior High School age who are obliged four times daily to walk 
considerable distances upon North Main Street. North Natick citi- 
zens have a strong sense of neighborhood consciousness which has 
no sympathy with the prevalence of dangerous barriers in the paths 
of their children who attend outlying schools. These residents, as a 
body, feel that any neighborhood which does not have adequate 
thi facilities cannot hope to be popular over any extended period 
of time. 


Despite the serious drop in school population during the past 
two years, the only elementary districts in Natick to register con- 
tinuing growth have been the Nathan Rice area and the North 
Natick area. Stranger still, the parent district school in Felchville— 
a six-room building—has experienced a ten percent decreased enroll- 
ment during the seven years of our industrial depression. Admitted- 
ly, there is a shifting of families within the geographical districts of 
Natick. Today the Bacon School (on Walnut Street), with its four- 
room enrollment of 120 pupils, actually houses about fifteen fewer 
children in all its six grades than the 135 pupils who live in the North 
Natick area, but who find it necessary, for the most part, to com- 
mute into scattered school districts in order to reap the benefit of 
elementary grade instruction. 
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Moreover, if the recent noticeable movement of school popula- 
tion into the outlying suburbs and growing towns surrounding Bos- 
ton is going to continue, there must be provided within the next two 
or three years a new enlarged building in North Natick proper; for 
this district at present is registering a substantially increased pre- 
school age population. In fact, it is confidently expected that before 
September, 1938, twenty-eight children, eligible to enter Grade I, will 
completely occupy the seating capacity of the present one-room 
building. Furthermore, a canvass, recently undertaken by North 
Natick residents, shows that approximately ninety-one (91) children, 
under five and one-half years, now reside between Perry Road, so- 
called, and the Natick-Wayland town line, so that the preferred site 
for the proposed enlarged building would seem to be the lot now 
occupied by the out-grown single-room schoolhouse. 


This committee recommends, therefore, that the Town should 
construct within the next two years a modern school building in 
North Natick—preferably of four rooms—amply equipped to accom- 
modate the elementary pupils living in the Pine Street-Nonesuch 
Pond area as well as the young children residing in the immediate 
neighborhood of North Natick proper. 


The committee herewith expresses its appreciation to the cour- 
teous officials and citizens who cooperated in the investigation made.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE FOR SOUTH NATICK 
DAM 


Mr. Moderator, Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


Pursuant to the Enabling Act, Chapter 80, Acts of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, March 13, 1934, and further pursuant 
to the unanimous vote of the Special Town Meeting of March 26, 
1934, and in accordance with the approval of the County Commis- 
sioners, April 24, 1934, the South Natick Dam was built in the Charles 
River westerly of Pleasant Street in South Natick on approximately 
the site a previous dam had been located to furnish industrial power 
for 175 years. The dam consists of a concrete spillway about 135 ft. 
long and 12 ft. deep and an apron 20 ft. wide. It contains approxi- 
mately 1,300 cu. yds. of concrete. In accordance with the Massachu- 
setts Fish and Game Commission’s regulations, a fish-way was built 
in the southerly end, next to two, large, cast-iron sluice gates which 
are capable of being raised in order to drain the pool above the dam 
in cases of emergency. The concrete abutments at the north and 
south ends of the spillway were faced with stone masonry and suit- 
able iron guard railings were erected where required. From the his- 
torical island at the southern end of the concrete spillway an earthen 
embankment was built about 260 ft. long and 15 ft. deep, with a 
stone-paved slope on the upstream side and a loam embankment on 
the downstream side. To preserve the idea of the island, a 12-in. 
pipe at the southerly end of the earthen embankment, the center of 
which pipe is at the same height as the top of the concrete spillway, 
was so laid as to empty below the embankment and simulate a small 
waterfall and form a pool. This flows into the river below the dam. 
The earthen embankment required about 6,000 cu. yds. of selected 
filling material and was planted to both evergreen and deciduous 
trees and shrubs. 


In order to insure that the water in the river above the dam be 
maintained at the fixed level required by the Acts of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts of 1901, Chapter 529, during the months of 
June, July, August and September, concrete sluice gates were built 
in the canal. There are removable plank gates, which, when in place, 
will accomplish holding the water at the prescribed level. One set 
of these plank gates is in the possession of the Auto Sickle Com- 
pany, which occupies the factory on the power canal, and a dupli- 
cate set of gates is in the Fire House at South Natick. The present 
ownership and management of the Auto Sickle Company agrees to 
attend to the placing and removal of these gates as required, but in 
case this property should get into the hands of a less responsible 
party, it will then be the duty of some town department, probably 
the Park Department, to attend to this. The river bed below the 
dam has been cleared of debris caused by previous failure and wash- 
outs of the old timber structure. Storm water from the street catch 
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basins was diverted from above the dam to a point downstream 
below the dam. Proper precautions have been taken by the Board 
of Health to insure that no household wastes can discharge directly 
into the pool above the dam. 


The project was sufficiently progressed on October 7, 1934, so 
that fitting dedicatory exercises were held under the auspices of the 
South Natick Improvement Association. The project was then com- 
pleted except for a small amount of work which could be done better 
after one winter of ice and spring flood had been experienced. This 
work was done the following spring and now, at the end of more 
than a year, the entire project is in completely satisfactory order. 


The few remaining materials and small buildings that were used 
during the construction were sold and the proceeds turned over to 
the Town Treasurer. The tools were delivered to the Welfare and 
Public Works Departments of the town. All labor, both skilled and 
unskilled, was from Natick, and practically all materials and tools 
were purchased locally. A few things were not available locally and 
had to be secured elsewhere. Pumping equipment was secured in 
Boston, a power shovel in Sherborn, reenforcing iron in Boston and 
the cast-iron sluice gates in Orange, Mass. 


The dam maintains the Charles River at a nearly constant level 
in this locality and insures a healthful and large bathing pool in 
summer and a skating place in winter. Work on surrounding land, 
now the property of the town, has enhanced the natural beauty of 
the locality. 


Land Acquisitions 


The Auto Sickle Company, for a nominal consideration, deeded 
to the town all its land westerly of Pleasant Street in South Natick, 
reserving its water rights. This inlcudes the dam site and all appur- 
tenant flowage rights, rights of way, easements, licenses and rights 
to build and maintain the dam. This deed is dated April 4, 1934, and 
was recorded April 17, 1934, at the Registry of Deeds, South District, 
Middlesex County, Plan and Record Book 5811, page 363. Suitable 
action by the directors and officers of the Auto Sickle Company 
approved the action and deed which was passed to the Town Clerk 
for deposit with the Town ‘Treasurer. 


The heirs of the late Isabella Pratt Shaw, namely, Susan Lee, 
Hollis H. Shaw, Theodore L. Shaw and Arthur H. Shaw, reaffirmed 
the offer of about eight acres of land southerly of the Charles River 
and westerly of Pleasant Street in South Natick made by the late 
Isabella Pratt Shaw to the town. This was accepted by the com- 
mittee. The deed is dated September 24, 1934, and was recorded in 
the Middlesex Registry of Deeds, South District, on September 25, 
1934, Plan and Record Book 5864, page 72. Said deed was delivered 
to the Town Clerk for deposit with the Town Treasurer. A reser- 
vation of record in the deed in favor of Isabella Foster provides that 
she may have during her life and as long as she shall occupy her 
present house on Pleasant Street, South Natick, said right not to run 
to her assigns, the right to pass over and cultivate and to exclude 
others from, but not to build upon a small part of the land, which 
is roughly the open land between the land of Isabella Foster and the 
bank of the canal southerly of her house on Pleasant Street. 
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Acknowledgments 


The committee by unanimous vote accepted and thanked in 
behalf of the town the Auto Sickle Company for its generosity in 
-deeding its land, rights, etc., westerly of Pleasant Street in South 
Natick on the Charles River to the town for a nominal consideration. 


The committee by unanimous vote accepted and thanked the 
heirs of Isabella Pratt Shaw for the gift of about eight acres of land 
southerly of the Charles River and westerly of Pleasant Street in 
South Natick. This land is contiguous to the dam on the southerly 
bank of the river and surrounds the present canal which furnishes 
power to the industrial site easterly of Pleasant Street. It also per- 
mits control of the old canal which leads from the river at this land’s 
most westerly point. 


A suitable tablet commemorating this gift was erected at approx- 
imately the most northeasterly point of this land on Pleasant Street, 
South Natick, inscribed as follows: 


“1934 
Eight acres of land running southwesterly from this 
bridge head along the Charles River have been pre- 
sented to the town by the heirs of Isabella Pratt 
Shaw, in accord with her last wish and lifelong 
desire to beautify South Natick.” 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the 
town Mr. Phillips Ketchum for furnishing without cost to the town 
valuable legal services to the Investigating Committee and later to 
the committee supervising construction of the dam. Mr. Ketchum 
was appointed to this committee to fill the vacancy created by Dr. 
Charles E. Hills’ resignation and continued to serve as legal advisor 
to the great benefit of the town. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
the South Natick Improvement Association for the exceptionally 
well-planned dedicatory exercises of October 7, 1934, and also for 
the bronze tablet placed in commemoration of the occasion on a 
small boulder in the Park near the dam inscribed as follows: 


“South Natick Dam 


Here on the site of a timber Dam first built about 
1760 by Mathew Hastings this Dam built by the 
Town has on this second day of September 1934 
been completed.

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The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
Mrs. Richard Saltonstall for plants and shrubbery which she fur- 
nished and planted without cost to the town. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
Mr. Carl S. Stillman and Mr. George Scott for trees which they 
furnished without cost to the town. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
Mr. Carl S. Stillman, Mrs. William H. Baltzell and Mr. James E. 
Arnold for stone donated by them and used in the construction of 
the dam and Pleasant Street bridge walls. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company and the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company for removing five poles and run- 
ning the wires through underground conduits approaching and across 
the bridge below the dam. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
Mrs. Rosalie Haendler for cardinal flower plantings on the small 
island below the dam. 


The committee by unanimous vote thanked in behalf of the town 
Mr. William E. McCarthy, E.R.A. Administrator, for his exceed- 
ingly helpful cooperation in the administration of the E.R.A. project 
furnishing labor for the South Natick Dam and also for the attend- 
ant projects of the guard wall and rail on the easterly side of the 
Pleasant Street Bridge and the project which cleared the land 
donated by the heirs of Isabella Pratt Shaw. 


Finance 


From the town’s appropriation of! $35,000, $33,375.27 was spent 
for engineering, supervision, materials and some labor. Used mater- 
ials, lumber and the construction office were sold and $308.70 in cash 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. Tools having second-hand cash 
value of $122.90 were turned over to the Public Works Department. 
The actual net cost of the project to the town was, therefore, 
$32,943.67. 


The bulk of the labor was furnished by the Emergency Relief 
Administration. Payrolls totalling $24,517.91 served to keep an aver- 
age of nearly 100 men (115 the highest week) working for six months. 
The result is a permanent improvement which will require almost no 
recurring or maintenance expense. 


Attendant Projects 


During the removal of gravel and debris caused by failure of the 
previous dam structure, it was discovered that one of the stone 
arches supporting the Pleasant Street Bridge was badly sprung and 
on the verge of collapse. Acting in their capacity as citizens of 
Natick, the Committee for the South Natick Dam petitioned the 
County Commissioners for aid in case the town should vote to repair 
this bridge. They were fortunate in securing the County Commis- 
sioners’ agreement to pay one-third of the cost for: the resurfacing 
and repair of the Pleasant Street Bridge in South Natick, the con- 
struction of a stone and iron guard wall and rail for the protection 
of the public on the westerly side of said bridge and the building of 
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a walk on the westerly side of said bridge. By the unanimous vote 
of the Special Town Meeting of September 7, 1934, the sum of $3,000 
was appropriated for Article 1, which provided for doing this work. 
It was further voted that the work be done under the supervision of 
the Special Committee in charge of the construction of the Charles 
River Dam at South Natick. The work on this project was started 
at once and carried to a complete and satisfactory conclusion. Done 
as it was under a town appropriation, it enabled the employment of 
very deserving people who could not satisfy the requirements and 
secure work under federal relief agencies. The repairs proved 
extensive and exhausted the appropriation but did not exceed it. 
The work was completed to the entire satisfaction of the County 
Engineers and in accordance with their agreement, $1,000 was paid 
to the Town Treasurer. 


While not strictly a part of this report, it is distinctly worthy of 
record that a guard wall and rail were erected on the easterly side 
of the Pleasant Street Bridge which matches exactly the one built 
on the westerly side. The wall on the easterly side was an Emer- 
gency Relief Administration project. Materials were furnished by 
private subscription of $898. Our purpose in including this in the 
report is to call the attention of the people of Natick to the gener- 
osity of a number of residents of South Natick, together with the 
friendliness and generosity of a few people who, while living in 
adjoining towns, were sufficiently interested in South Natick to con- 
tribute substantially. Materials for the guard wall and rail were 
purchased from this fund and also the four colonial-type lights, two 
at either end of the bridge, which add just the necessary touch of 
completion to all the developments in this vicinity. 


Still further, while not strictly a part of this report, it is well to 
point out that an Emergency Relief Administration project was used 
to clear the land given to the town by the heirs of Isabella Pratt 
Shaw. The committee recommends that this land be kept in a 
natural and semi-cleared state. The possession of this land by the 
town is requisite to the proper control of the pool formed above the 
dam, and the preservation of it in its present condition adds greatly 
to the beauty of the spot by forming a natural wooded background 
on the southerly bank of the river. The land is so low and seasonally 
flooded that its being very useful for any other purpose is doubtful. 


A small E.R.A. project raised the retaining wall below the dam 
on the north shore of the river about twenty-two inches. This will 
protect the shore line of the town park from spring floods. 


Fay, Spofford & Thorndike were retained as Consulting Engin- 
eers and all plans, specifications, and engineering service were fur- 
nished by them. 


Mr. George L. Mirick was retained as Construction Superin- 
tendent. He not only discharged his duties faithfully and efficiently, 
but through extraordinary patience, energy and resource made the 
project a success. 


Meetings were held by the committee regularly once a week 
practically from the time the committee was appointed until the work 
was completed. The attendance at the committee meetings was most 
gratifying and all actions taken by the committee were unanimous. 
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All instruments, deeds, documents and such actions as required were 
approved by the Town Counsel. 


Recommendations 


It is the recommendation of this committee that the entire pro- 
ject be declared a town park and placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Park Department. The handles for the sluice gates have been 
placed in the Fire House at South Natick and the Chiefs of the Fire 
and Police Departments notified, as in all probability either or both 
of these departments would be called upon in case of a drowning 
or other emergency in the pool above the dam. As hitherto stated 
in this report, sets of wooden planks for the gates in the power canal 
are deposited, one set with the Auto Sickle Company and one set at 
the Fire House in South Natick for use as needed. It will be the 
duty of the department designated to care for this project in the 
future to see that the water is maintained at the level required by 
the Acts of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts of 1901, Chapter 
529, which provide that the level of the river above the dam be main- 
tained at the height of the top of the concrete spillway during the 
months of June, July, August and September. 


In closing the members of the Committee, other than the Chair- 
man, insist upon adding that it was Mr. Noyes who was most regular 
in attending meetings, that he supervised the keeping of accounts, 
the handling of the many essential documents, and the keeping of 
records. He laid out the order of business, and took the responsi- 
bility for seeing that all necessary action was taken on time. It was 
his energy, efficiency and cheerfulness that made the work of the 
Committee effective.

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REPORT OF MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


This Committee was appointed by the Moderator pursuant to 
the vote of the town at the annual town meeting for 1935, under 
articles 57 and 58 of the warrant. 


The members of the Committee have given consideration to 
types and locations desirable for a memorial in honor of citizens of 
the town who served in the World War, and have held several 
meetings which were open to the public. The Committee invited 
M. A. Dyer Company, Architects, to assist the Committee. Mem- 
bers of this firm attended meetings of the Committee and prepared 
several sketches and estimates without compensation. A sketch and 
blueprints were submitted also by Bradshaw Memorial Company. 


The Committee has agreed upon and reports the following 
recommendations: 


1. The Town of Natick should erect without further delay a suit- 
able World War memorial. 


2. The town lot bounded in part by East Central, Common, and 
Church Streets would be a suitable location for such a 
memorial. A memorial erected upon this lot should be in 
keeping with any anticipated enlargement of the high school 
or development or taking of adjoining lands for town uses. 


3. A suitable and permanent memorial may be erected for a sum 
not in excess of fifteen thousand dollars. The beauty of the 
memorial may be enhanced by ground planting, walks, and 
lighting. Funds deposited in the Surplus War Bonus Fund 
account should be utilized to pay in part for this memorial. 
The original account amounted to six thousand five hundred 
seventy-seven dollars, and if interest thereon had accumulated 
in the said account the total would have amounted to about 
ten thousand dollars. 

4. The designs, sketches, and plans submitted are in the posses- 
sion of the Committee and will be presented to the Finance 
Committee. These sketches and designs will be available for 
the town meeting if they are desired. 


5. The Committee has caused articles to be drafted for the war- 
rant for the annual town meeting of 1936 in order that the 
town may act upon the report and recommendations of this 
Committee.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the year ended December 31, 1935. It has been a most progres- 
sive year so far as the hospital is concerned. Many minor improve- 
ments in buildings and equipment and changes in manner of operat- 
ing have been made which have increased the efficiency and enabled 
us to better serve the community. 


The hospital buildings are in excellent condition. Among the 
changes made during the year were: the installation of a shower 
bath and lavatory for the doctors; the conversion of the reception 
room into a consulting room for the doctors; the installation of a 
lavatory and dressing room in the X-Ray Department; and the 
covering of the steam pipes in the X-Ray Room. During the year 
six modern hospital beds and bedside tables were purchased and 
placed in the private rooms at a considerable expense. It is hoped 
that in the near future all rooms will be equipped with these beds. 


In an endeavor to further protect and assist patients, the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Staff selected Mr. Richard H. Nugent, Tufts 
College Medical student, to serve as an interne during the Summer 
months. Mr. Nugent’s work was so satisfactory that it was decided 
to continue the service. 


State requirements for nurses are more stringent than they have 
been and it has been impossible for the Leonard Morse Hospital to 
give its student nurses all the opportunities and advantages required 
by the State’s curriculum. The Trustees have, therefore, tempor- 
arily suspended the Training School with the graduating class of 
June, 1936, and after that time only graduate nurses will be in 
attendance. In the future, if the Hospital expands, the Training 
School may be resumed. 


The Trustees have been much concerned about the crowded con- 
dition of the hospital at times, due to lack of available rooms. A 
record has been kept showing refusals, transfers and other incon- 
veniences to patients and the Trustees have realized for some time 
the need for additional bed capacity. It was, therefore, decided to 
attempt the building of an addition to relieve the situation. Much 
time has been spent on plans and details and finally a sketch was 
presented to the Staff which consisted of a two-story brick addition 
on the southwest corner, 84x 40, containing the following: 


Basement: Main Kitchen, Diet Kitchen, Nurses’ and Help’s 
Dining Room, Store Rooms. 

First Floor: X-Ray Department, Accident Operating Room, 
2 regular Operating Rooms, Tonsil and Adenoid Oper- 
ating Room, Anesthetic Room, Scrub-up, Sterilizing, 
Nurses’ Work Room and Waiting Room. 

Second Floor: Four double rooms, six private rooms, Diet 
Kitchen, Linen Closet and Utility Nurses’ Lavatory. 
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Plans also call for remodeling the Ell of the Hospital to make a four- 
bed Women’s Ward and a children’s ward of four beds. It is also 
the intention to install a new elevator and to make the necessary 
changes in the Boiler Room. The estimated cost is $145,000. 


The suggestion was made that application be made for a grant 
from the Federal Government. With the willing assistance of the 
Selectmen, the application was filed and in a special Town meeting 
held December 3, 1935, the voters authorized the Trustees to build 
an addition at a cost of $145,000, provided a grant could be obtained. 
Although it was realized that the project would take all the available 
funds of the hospital, about $89,000, it was felt that we should take 
advantage of the Government grant, and every effort has been made 
to meet the requirements for approval. All plans and specifications 
have been made by the architects, Stevens, Curtin & Mason, and it 
is hoped that the project will be approved at Washington. 


Since 1921 the Leonard Morse Hospital has been able to meet 
its expenses from patients’ receipts plus the income from invested 
funds, without calling on the Town for an appropriation or on 
individuals for voluntary contributions. This year our Accounts 
Receivable have been increasing, due largely to the unemployment 
situation—a condition that exists in all hospitals today—and it has 
been necessary to withdraw money from the savings of past years 
to meet current expenses. Had the hospital been able to collect 
what is due for services rendered, there would have been a small 
balance at the end of the year. The Trustees hope to effect certain 
economies but, as the surplus funds will be depleted if the proposed 
addition is erected, it may be necessary at some future time to either 
call on the Town for funds or establish a drive for voluntary con- 
tributions. 


During 1935 the ward rates were increased. The Trustees have 
long realized that the old rate of $1.50 per day was out of propor- 
tion, the lowest ward rate of hospitals in the vicinity being $3.00 per 
day, but as long as the hospital could pay its expenses without going 
into the surplus, they were content to give the community the bene- 
fit of this low rate. On account of the financial condition this year, 
it became imperative to make the change. 


The resignation of Mr. Arthur L. Potter as Trustee was accepted 
with regret. As Mr. Potter moved to Brookline, he felt that it was 
impossible for him to properly attend to his duties. The service he 
so faithfully and efficiently rendered as Trustee and President has 
been of great benefit to the Hospital. 


The complete roster of the Staff appears on the previous pages. 
The Hospital is deeply appreciative of the service rendered by the 
Consultants, who have so freely assisted in connection with ward 
patients, in many cases at a considerable personal expense. Our 
Visiting Staff, as always, have faithfully served the Hospital at all 
times and we are greatly indebted to them for giving so much of 
their time to ward service. 


The Ladies’ Aid Association continues to function enthusias- 
tically and has given great assistance throughout the year, which is 
gratefully acknowledged. 


On January 1, 1935, Miss Marion L. Jackson, R.N., assumed her 
duties as Superintendent. Miss Jackson has earned the cooperation 
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of patients, Staff and Trustees. Miss Winnefred Cameron was 
engaged as Assistant Superintendent so that at all times either the 
Superintendent or the Assistant Superintendent will be on call. It 
is the opinion of your Trustees that the Hospital is in able executive 
hands and this has been recognized by the American College of 
Surgeons, who have continued the Hospital as an accredited institu- 
tion. 

The report of the Treasurer and Superintendent follow and are 
to be considered a part of this report.

I have the honor to submit the thirty-seventh annual report of 
the Leonard Morse Hospital for the year ending December 31, 1935.

While in common with others, we have been beset with economic 
problems, we view with considerable satisfaction the work of the 
year. At times our capacity has been taxed to the limit, and often 
it has been impossible to provide the accommodations desired. Dur- 
ing the past year the Hospital has treated one thousand two hun- 
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dred and forty-two patients, which is seventy-one more than the 
previous year. 


Miss Winnefred Cameron was appointed Assistant Superinten- 
dent to succeed Miss Mary E. P. Bliss, who resigned. 


Miss Mildred Scott was appointed Obstetrical Supervisor to fill 
the vacancy left by Miss Muriel Carson. 


Dr. Irving B. Akerson of the Harvard Medical School succeeded 
Dr. Sidney Dalrymple as Pathologist. 


The ward visiting hours were changed so as to facilitate the care 
of the patients. 


The policy of purchasing locally all the necessary supplies and 
equipment is still in existence. 


A service room on Pavilion which was not needed was remodelled 
and converted into a semi-private room. This change made it pos- 
sible to use the patient’s room at the front entrance for a Doctor’s 
Room and Shower. 


The room was furnished simply and has been greatly enjoyed by 
the Doctors. Dr. Hills very generously gave the bookcase, which 
ok twelve medical volumes contributed by members of the 

tall. 


The Alumnae Association of the Leonard Morse Hospital voted 
to retain the eight hour duty for private nursing. 


The Ladies’ Aid Association held their Annual Meeting and Tea 
at the Hunnewell Nurses’ Home in November. They voted to renew 
their subscription to a daily paper, to give four bedside table lamps 
and curtains for the Ladies’ Aid Room. 


The Superintendent expresses her appreciation to the members 
of the Ladies’ Aid Association who have generously given their time 
in making surgical dressings for the Hospital. The value of their 
volunteer work cannot be over-estimated. 


She wishes also to acknowledge with grateful thanks the gifts 
of friends of the Hospital. These donations, such as flowers, fruit, 
books, magazines, puzzles, and toys, have been a source of much 
pleasure to many patients. 


To these individuals and organizations and to all others who in 
any way have shown their interest in the Hospital, the Superinten- 
dent wishes again to extend her thanks for all their efforts; for it is 
only by their continued interest and support that the Hospital carries 
on its good work. 


The monthly Staff meetings have been well attended. This 
shows a loyal attitude toward the Hospital and a progressive atti- 
tude towards scientific medicine. 


The Superintendent wishes to thank the members of the Medical 
and Surgical Staffs for giving so much of their valuable time in 
lecturing to the nurses and caring for them when they are ill. 


Graduation Exercises were held in the Hunnewell Nurses’ Home 
on June 5, 1935. Seven student nurses received diplomas. Mr. Ralph 
Sweetland, President of the Board of Trustees, presided and pre- 
sented the diplomas to the graduates. An inspiring address was

delivered by Dr. Samuel MacAulay Lindsay of the Brookline Bap- 
tist Church. The scholarship was awarded to Miss Myrtle Nose- 
worthy. The Graduation Dance given by the Board of Trustees was 
held that same evening at the Wellesley Inn. 


It seems particularly appropriate at this time to express my 
approciation of the interest which the Hospital personnel has shown 
in the performance of their varied duties. 


To the Board of Trustees who have so loyally supported me, I 
wish to express my gratitude.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the fifteenth annual report of the Com- 
missioners. 


Highway Division: 


The highways, considering the severe weather with resulting 
storms for the past two or three years, particularly during the win- 
ter months, having been a heavy strain on them, are in a fair con- 
dition. 


West Central Street, in conjunction with the State and County, 
under General Laws, Chapter 90, was reconstructed from Main 
Street westerly to Cemetery Street. 


Oak Street, in conjunction with the State and County, under 
General Laws, Chapter 90, was reconstructed from Connecticut 
Avenue northerly to the Worcester Turnpike. 


Main Street was resurfaced with a two-inch, Bituminous Type 
E. wearing surface, with funds contributed by the State from the 
1935 State Bond Issue. 


The following table will show the amounts contributed by the 
Town, State and County for the reconstruction and maintenance of 
State and County Aided Highways.

In addition to receiving aid in the reconstruction of certain high- 
ways, in conjunction with the State and County, under Chapter 90 
of the General Laws, we are now receiving aid for maintenance oi 
these highways which will probably be increased from time to time, 
which will be quite a saving to the Town. 


With labor supplied by the F. E. R. A. and the material supplied 
by the Town Winter Street, Frost Street, Moore Street, Woodland 
Avenue and South Terrace have been improved and resurfaced with 
gravel. 


With labor supplied by the F. E.R. A. and the material supplied 
by the Town a twelve-inch concrete pipe auxiliary drain was laid 
along the bed of the old brook, starting at a point on South Main 
Street about 750 feet south of Curve Street and running northwest- 
ray to Curve Street, which will relieve the area south of Curve 

treet. 


Water Division: 


In preparation for the reconstruction of West Central Street the 
old 8-inch cement lined pipe from Main Street to Washington 
Avenue was replaced with 8-inch cast iron pipe and the old 6-inch 
cement lined pipe from Maple Stréet to High Street was replaced 
with 8-inch cast iron pipe. 


With labor supplied by the F.E.R.A. and pipe and material 
supplied by the Town the old 6-inch cement lined pipe in Grove, 
Beacon and Marion Streets was replaced with 8-inch cast iron pipe 
and in North Avenue the old 6-inch cement lined pipe from West 
of Florence Street to the east end was replaced with 8-inch cast iron 
pipe. The old 6-inch and 4-inch cement lined pipe in Franklin, Har- 
vard and Elm Streets was replaced with 6-inch cast iron pipe and 
new 6-inch cast iron pipe was laid in Vale Street and in Speen 
Street, from the entrance road to the new Sewage Disposal .Plant, 
500 feet northerly. 


Reserve Fund: 


We wish very strongly to call to your attention that this Division 
should be allowed to build up a reserve fund of about $40,000.00 or 
$50,000.00 to be used in cases of emergency and to construct water 
main extensions. 


At present we have about fifteen miles of the old cement lined 
pipe in our side streets which was laid at the time the water system 
was installed during 1874 and 1875. 


Should we have a series of breaks in these pipes there is a pos- 
sibility of a large expenditure of money and if there was a fund as 
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mentioned above the Town would not be called upon to raise the 
money either by taxation or borrowing. 


On January 1, 1935, the Reserve Fund amounted to $24, 306. 26. 


In addition to our budget expenses and the maturing debt and 
interest falling due during the year and deducted from our revenue, 
two special appropriations were made at the Town Meeting, one for 
$5,660.69 for replacing water mains in West Central Street and one 
for $10,654.19 for pipe and material to be used in conjunction with 
F. E.R. A. projects. These two appropriations amount to $16,314.88 
and as a result of spending this additional money reduced the 
Reserve Fund to $9,966.33. 


During the next six years there will be maturnig water debt and 
interest falling due amounting to nearly $100,000.00 which will have 
to be paid, the peak year will be 1938, the maturing debt and interest 
falling due for this year alone, amounts to $25,852.00. 


It is quite obvious that if the maturing debt and interest is to 
be paid from the revenue of the Water Division the Reserve Fund, 
in order to meet any emergency, should be allowed to increase sub- 
stantially. 


Sewer Division: 


With labor supplied by the F. E.R. A. a 6-inch sewer main was 
constructed in Water Street, North Natick, westerly from North 
Main Street. 


New Sewage Treatment Plant: 


The New Sewage Treatment Plant, with the exception of a few 
minor details, is completed and was placed in operation on Novem- 
ber 1 of this year and fully meets with our expectation. 


It will be finally completed and will probably be accepted early 
next year. 


The following description of the construction of the New Sewage 
Treatment Plant and the improvement at the Sewage Pumping Sta- 
tion on West Central Street will be interesting as well as historically 
useful. 


A study of the requirements of the Town was made by F. A. 
Barbour, Consulting Engineer of Boston, under agreement with the 
Board of Public Works dated April 29, 1933, and a report was made 
by him under date of August 1, 1933, recommending the construction 
of a treatment plant of the Imhoff-trickler type—together with cer- 
tain improvements in method of pumping at the West Central Street 
Pumping Station. 


This report and plans were submitted to the State Department 
of Public Health and approved by them on August 30, 1933. 


On October 17, 1933, the Town voted to construct the proposed 
improved sewage treatment plant under the direction of the Board 
of Public Works and appropriated $174,000 for that purpose—to be 
raised by acceptance of a grant from the Federal government under 
the P. W. A. program, with the balance to be raised by a bond issue 
of the Town. 


Funds for the grant were allotted by the government on August 
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2, 1934, after considerable delay, and the grant agreement was 
approved by the Board on August 10, 1934, and formally signed as 
of August 27, 1934. 


The site for the Treatment Plant which was approved by the 
Board is situated about 1500 feet north of the Worcester Turnpike 
and about 800 feet west of Speen Street, with the entrance on Speen 
Street, and consists of about twenty-three acres secured from the 
Bay State Nurseries, Inc., by deeding to them about the same amount 
of land on the south side of the Worcester Turnpike in exchange. 


Under Chapter 459, Acts of 1894, which authorized the Town of 
Natick to build its Sewerage System the Town was prohibited from 
building its plant on the north side of the Worcester Turnpike in 
order not to interfere with the Sewage Plant of the Town of Fram- 
ingham which was constructed on this side of the Turnpike under 
Chapter 403, Acts of 1887. 


In order to overcome this obstacle, Legislative authority under 
Chapter 35, Acts of 1934, was obtained for the taking of necessary 
land in Natick and Framingham. 


The following work was involved in the construction of the New 
Sewage Treatment Plant: 


Pumping Station—West Central Street 


Dismantling of steam driven equipment; construction of new 
pump room floor, entrance and platform in suction well; replace- 
ment of suction and discharge piping and renewal of venturi meter 
throat and register. 


Installation of three (3) electric motor driven horizontal centri- 
fugal sewage pumps—automatically controlled by float switch 
through electric control apparatus. 

Relocation of 10-inch centrifugal pump and provision for gaso- 
line engine drive for emergency operation. 


Force Main 

Extension of 16-inch cast iron pipe from intersection of Speen 
Street and Worcester Turnpike through Speen Street and plant 
entrance road to the treatment plant inlet chamber. Total length— 
Pumping Station to Inlet Chamber, 9514.5 feet. 


Water Supply 


Extension of 6-inch water main in Speen Street to entrance road 
to plant and 4-inch water main from Speen Street to the plant.

Inlet Chamber—with measuring weir, bypass and overflow. 


Imhoff Tank—nominal capacity—12,000 connected population 
2 sections—each 55 ft. long by 27 ft. wide.

20 lines 4-inch clay pipe underdrain—spaced 6 ft. on 
centers. .

Equipped with preliminary screens in 4 sections. 
Tank in two sections and equipped with twin automatic 
feed and dosing apparatus. 
Capacity of each dosing section—7,640 gallons. 


Trickling Filter—149.5 ft. x 208 ft. x 8 ft. deep. 
Area of filter bed 0.714 acres. 
Sewage distributed by 20 lines of 8-inch and 6-inch pipe 
spaced 10.22 ft. on centers—with 260 spray 
nozzles 11.8 ft. center to center. 


Secondary Tank—3 sections—each 15’ wide x 32’ 10” long. 
Depth from water line to bottom hoppers—9 ft. 
Volume of each section above top of sump—17,250 gals. 


Pump House and Store Room—Solid brick building with concrete 
floor and foundation with slate roof—l4 ft. x 22 ft—two rooms. 
Pump room—8’ 2” x11'10” houses secondary tank suction 
pump for pumping sludge back to Imhoff tank. 
Store room—I11'0” x 11’ 10”. 


Outlet Drain—18” and 24” vitrified clay pipe laid with asphalt 
joints extending along line of Bannister Brook to discharge into 
brook near the culvert under Boston & Albany Railroad (Saxon- 
ville Branch). 


Length 18-inch pipe 510 ft. 
Length 24-inch pipe 3,814 ft. 
Total length 4,324 ft.

All bids were awarded to the low bidders. 


Construction 


The general construction contract No. 4 was dated October 27, 
1934, and work was started on November 7, 1934. Some excavation 
for structures at the treatment plant location was accomplished 
before winter weather prevented further work there until spring. 
The extension of the 16-inch cast iron sewage force main from a 
connection made at the Worcester Turnpike was carried on during 
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most of the winter with the exception of approximately one month 
of the severest weather. 

Work on the Outlet Drain was postponed until dryer weather 
following spring thaws. 


Sewage Force Main ; 

The existing 16-inch force main was cut at a bend at the corner 
of the Worcester Turnpike and Speen Street and 16-inch gate valves 
installed on the branch running to the old filter beds and on the 
extension to the new plant. These gates are located in the center 
strip at the Speen Street Crossing. The concrete paved lanes of the 
north half of the highway were crossed by tunneling. 

The force main is laid cn a gradually ascending grade to a high 
point about 150 feet west of Speen Street on the south side of the 
plant entrance road—where an air vent was installed consisting of 
a 4-inch C. I. pipe rising to a point above the hydraulic gradient. 

From this point the force main descends to the plant location 
discharging into the Inlet Chamber. 

The force main is laid in the westerly side of Speen Street to 
the entrance road and in the southerly side of the entrance road to 
the location of the plant. The overall length from the Pumping 
Station to the Inlet Chamber is 9,514.5 feet, Class 200 “Sandspun” 
pipe laid with “leadite” joints being used. 

No particular construction difficulties were encountered outside 
of the frost and tendency of the trench to cave. 


Outlet Drain 

The outlet drain extends from the junction manhole at the Sec- 
ondary Settling Tank to a point near a culvert under the Saxonville 
Branch of the B. & A. R. R., which discharges into the outlet brook 
from Lake Cochituate. It consists of 510 feet of 18-inch clay pipe 
at the upper end and 3,814 feet of 24-inch clay pipe at the lower end. 

The 18-inch section was constructed first with an 8-inch under- 
drain which served to lower ground water near the secondary tank 
location. The underdrain was carried up to a free discharge into 
Bannister Brook. A 24-inch connection into a manhole near the 
Brook crossing was installed for a possible future connection from 
the Framingham plant and an overflow into Bannister Brook pro- 
vided to take care of flows in excess of the capacity of the drain 
below this point. 

This was wet construction but good material was reached for 
foundation. Some gravel refill was required at brook crossings. 

The trench paralleling the railroad right-of-way for about 380 
feet was close sheeted and the sheeting and braces left in place. 

Manholes were constructed with concrete bottoms and pipe 
joints were made with asphalt compound. 


Pumping Station 

The Imhoff Tank-Trickling Filter type of plant requires, for best 
results, that sewage be delivered as rapidly as possible so as to pre- 
vent staleness and resulting odors and septic action. 


This requirement necessitated abandonment of the use of a large 
storage well at the Pumping Station, also the intermittent, high-rate 


pumping. 
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Three new electric motor driven pumps have been installed, 
whose discharge can be made variable to closely follow rates of 
inflow, and their operation is controlled by a float switch operated 
by the rise and fall of the sewage in the suction well. An existing 
division wall in the suction well was used to divide off the storage— 
the west end being used as a suction well for the three new pumps— 
retaining the large storage wells for overflow in case of stoppage or 
excess inflow. 


Pumps numbers 1 and 2 are duplicate units driven by slip ring 
motors with five speed points so that the pump discharge can be 
varied from 200 g.p.m. at low speed to 600 g.p.m. at high speed. 


The third unit runs at constant speed and the operation of all 
three pumps is controlled by a float switch so that pump discharge 
rate follows the rate of inflow into the well. The existing 4.0 m.g.d. 
motor driven pump was equipped with extended shaft, relocated to 
pump sewage from large storage well east of the division wall in 
well, and provided with an auxiliary gasoline engine drive. 


The operation of the three new pumps—together with air 
removal apparatus—is designed to be automatic and a new switch- 
board for the necessary controls has been installed. All suction and 
discharge piping has been renewed and the venturi meter was pro- 
vided with a smaller throat and new recording apparatus so that 
lower pump discharges can be accurately recorded. 


The steam turbine-driven pumps were dismantled, the old con- 
crete floor removed, and a new floor laid with entrance manhole, 
provided with a steel ladder, giving access to a platform in suction 
well—composed of 3-inch creosoted plank supported by 5-inch steel 
I-beams, asphalt coated. 


This platform provides access to float chamber and suction pipe 
flanges. The old blow-off gate was removed from the inside well— 
replacing it with an outside gate in a brick manhole. 


The old electric service connection was replaced by an under- 
ground connection from the outside transformers to an entrance 
switch located on the west wall of pump room—and all meters and 
operating switches are placed on the new switchboard panels. 


All wiring in the pump room is of lead covered wire in metal 
conduits and imbedded in the new concrete floor. The switchboard 
is of the “dead-front” type with all apparatus mounted on the backc 
of panel. 


Odor Control 


Because of the length of time required for the sewage to travel 
through the force main, especially during the summer period of low 
flow—it may be necessary to take steps to prevent odors arising from 
staleness of sewage entering the plant. If these odors become 
objectionable, chlorinating apparatus should be installed to chlorin- 
ate sewage at some point in the force main before discharge into 
the inlet chamber. 

As this plant is one of the most modern of its kind in the State 
we feel that ample provision has been made so that its usefulness 
will last at least for twenty-five years and the area selected is ample 
for all probable future necessary extensions. 

We feel very much gratified that at last the desire for a more 
modern Sewage Disposal Plant has been realized. 
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For further details of the Department we refer you to the report 
of the Superintendent which has been incorporated as part of our 


report.

For detailed report of Pumping Station, attention is called to 
the following Tables 1 and 2. 

On Table 1, the month of August is chosen as a standard, as the 
sewage pumped is the lowest percentage of water pumped. It is 
assumed that there was no leakage into the system during August, 
thence the percentage of water pumped to sewage pumped (44 per 
cent) is used as a standard. 

To save space the columns are lettered as follows: 

A—Water pumped in million gallons. 

B—Sewage pumped in million gallons. 

C—Relation of sewage pumped to water pumped. 

D—Percentage of excess sewage pumped to water pumped. 

E—Excess sewage pumped in million gallons. 

F—“Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping one million gallons sewage. 

H—Excess “Fuel Equivalent” cost of pumping sewage due to leakage 
of ground water into sewerage system. 


In this Table no account is made of excess labor cost.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money for gen- 
eral municipal purposes under authority of and in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1933, as amended by 
Chapter 313 of the Acts of 1934, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1936, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 
17, Chapetr 44, General Laws. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will 
appropriate to pay unpaid bills of the various departments, or other- 
wise act thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for a Reserve Fund in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 
6, General Laws, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to in- 
stall lights wherever they think necessary, and appropriate money 
for same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
for the emergency overdrafts of the year 1934, of the various depart- 
ments, under the provisions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, 
as amended. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will 
appropriate for the maintenance of streets constructed under Chapter 
90. Such sum or part thereof to be used in conjunction with equal 
money contributed by the State and County. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to purchase for the Highway Division such equip- 
ment as, in their judgment, may be necessary to properly conduct 
the work of that Division in their Department; raise and appropriate 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to rebuild or resurface existing tar walks; and to 
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rebuild or extend gravel sidewalks in certain cases, where, in their 
judgment, it is for the interest of the Town so to do; appropriate 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to build, rebuild, extend or replace sidewalks in cer- 
tain cases where, in their judgment, it is for the interest of the Town 
so to do, the expense of all granolithic walks to be borne one-half by 
the Town and one-half by the abuttors; appropriate or borrow 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to build or repair such fence guard rails and retain- 
ing walls as, in their judgment, would best serve the interest of the 
Town by the prevention of accidents to the traveling public; appro- 
priate money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to resurface certain Bridges crossing the Boston
